The survey gathers feedback in 
seven areas: alignment (values, 
direction, cooperation, meet- 
ings), management, engagement, 
connection, leadership, perfor- 
mance, and the basics (which 
include pay, benefits, work/life 
balance, training and expecta- 
tions). In all, the survey covers 
24 topics, and the final rankings 
detail how employees rate their 
organization and how they stack 
up against each other. 


What is your experience work- 
ing remotely in this trying 
time? Has communicating at 
your place of work changed for 


the better or the worse? For em- 
ployers, this meant showcasing 
all the strides they made toward 
making their workplace culture 
more positive, and drawing in 
more talented employees. It is a 
chance for employees to express 
concerns to their employers if 
they are unsatisfied with the 
work environment. 


And so, this year's Long Island 
Top Workplace survey results 
are in. We give you the findings 
after months of research. We are 
happy to congratulate the winners 
and we hope you will gain some 
knowledge about what these 
employers have done to become 
Long Island Top Workplaces.

Employers have been forced to focus 
harder than ever to retain and attract 
talent amid the disruption of the 
business environment during the 
Covid pandemic. The Top Workplaces 
program celebrates the employers who 
are getting it right. 


The heart of the Top Workplaces 
program is an employee survey. The 
24-question survey collects feedback 
from those who know organizations 
the best: the people who work there. 
Employee feedback is the sole basis for 
determining which employers make the 
Top Workplaces list. 


This is the fifth year employee survey 
company Energage has identified out- 
standing workplaces on Long Island, 
and it is the second year those results 
have been published in Dan’s Papers and 
the Long Island Press. 


“The employee experience needs to be on 
the mission-critical list,” said Eric Rubino, 
CEO of Energage. “By giving employees 
a voice and showcasing an authentic 
culture, organizations can attract those 
jobseekers who complement their cul- 
ture. Culture drives performance.” 


For 2022, 51 employers made the win- 
ners list. Energage invited 2,268 orga- 
nizations to participate, and they were 
eligible provided they had 50 or more 
employees in Suffolk and Nassau coun- 
ties. Most of the surveying was.done 


between March and June. Surveys went 
out to 13,193 employees in the region, 
and 7,633 responded. 


Employers were divided based on the 
number of employees in the region, 
in order to compare feedback of 
similar-size groups. Organizations 
that exceeded benchmark scores for 
each size group made the winners 
list. Within those groupings, orga- 
nizations are ranked by the aggregate 
score based on the employee feed- 
back. The more positive the employee 


responses, the higher the score, the 
higher the rank. 


Energage also determines special award 
winners for some employers who have 
standout scores in certain areas of the 
survey, such as leadership, values, 
direction, communication, meaning- 
fulness and benefits. 


Whyisn'taparticular company on thelist? 
Perhaps it did not participate, had too few 
employees to qualify, or didnot score high 
enough in the survey process. Each year, 
Energage also disqualifies asmall number 
of participants based on irregularities in 
the employee survey responses, including 
if employees say they were pressured into 
answering positively.

IGNORE EMPLOYEE BURNOUT AT YOUR OWN PERIL

Burnout at work is areal problem, and it 
has intensified during the long stretch of 
the pandemic. 


Insurveyresponses gathered by Energage 
from thousands of employees over recent 
months, 39 percent said they often felt 
overwhelmed at work. Even more wor- 
risome, only 64 percent said they felt their 
company cared about burnout. 


And we're not talking about run-of-the- 
mill workplaces. Many of these employees 
work for Top Workplaces. “There's a lot of 
room for improvement,” said Greg Barnett, 
chief people scientist at Energage. 


While burnout is not a new concept, the 
pandemic has turned up the stress on 
workers. It has presented new challenges 
and high expectations. For many, remote 
work blurred the boundaries between 
work time and personal time. Think of 
people working remotely while also facing 
childcare issues or eldercare issues. 


And of course, think of healthcare work- 
ers, who have faced incredible pressure 
regarding the challenging circumstances 


of their work, plus the training, and the 
hours. 


Work is rarely easy. But there is a dif- 
ference between high expectations and 
unreasonable expectations — workloads 
with noendinsight. Let’s break down the 
different kinds of stresses that come with 
work: 


¢ Positive stress: Think of this as “ex- 
citement stress” regarding things like 
a big project. Putting skills to the test. 
Working with a team. Meeting a goal 
for the organization. It canbe stressful 
but exciting in a positive way. 


e Short-term stress: Acute stress or 
short-term stress happens all the time. 
It’s triggered when someone says "Hey, 
I need this tomorrow." Or maybe it’s 
triggered dealing with a challenging 
customer. Situations can create short- 
term emotional stress. 


¢ Chronic stress: This is more closely 
aligned with burnout. It’s created when 
people work without sufficient resourc- 
es or under unrealistic expectations. 


Chronic stress takes a toll on the mental 
and physical well-being of people. Burnout 


leads tomore time off work, retention gaps, 
longer response times for customers, and 
production delays. © 


Inthe early months of the pandemic, work- 
ersrolled up their sleeves to do whatever 
it took to get through. But in some cases, 
the challenges did not subside, and neither 
did the expectations. 


“You can't set expectations well above 
where they wereat before, and then never 
return to baseline,” said Kinsey Smith, se- 
nior data analyst at Energage. “You can't 
expect employees will be able to continue 
to deliver at that same level forever, with- 
out a break, without areprieve.” 


Here’s what forward-thinking employers 
are doing to prevent burnout: 


¢ Ask the question: Simply asking em- 
ployees how they're doing is the first 
step toward acknowledging the issue. 


e Distribute workloads: Make sure 
work is shared and expectations are 
reasonable. 


¢ Offer flexible schedules: When pos- 
sible, use flexible schedules, flexible 
hours. Remote work can help. 


* Celebrate the wins: Instead of jump- 
ing from project to project, or crisis 
to crisis, be sure to celebrate achieve- 
ments and goals reached. 


* Get creative: Adopt things like 
no-meeting days to give workers a 
chance to think, create, and catch up. 


¢ Give support: More companies are 
offering mental health resources or 
coaching. 


¢ Respect boundaries: Allow people 
time to balancetheir work and their 
lives. 


Companies have an interest in help- 
ing employees recharge and creating 
a foundation for long-term success, 
Smith said. 


“It will feed their bottom line, because 
if employees burn out, people are going 
to quit, and the more people who quit, 
the harder it is to replace them,” she 
said.

The Covid pandemic prompted people 
to give more of themselves to their work 
in the spring of 2020, but over time, es- 


pecially in the last year, workers have. 


decided to focus more on what they 
want or need. 


That’s evident in employee surveys 
analyzed by Energage, which gathers 
feedback from workers nationwide, 
year-round. 


It’s been more than a year of reflection, 
starting in mid-2021. “People were 
asking, ‘Is this really what I want to be 
doing with my life?” said Lisa Black, 
director of data science at Energage. 


Data collected from more than 2 million 
workers show people are less engaged 
in their work compared with a year 
ago. Engagement looks at a combina- 
tion of factors: motivation, loyalty to 
the workplace, and how likely people 
are to recommend their workplace to 
others. Some examples: 


e Employee engagement through Q2 
2022 (measured January through 
June of this year) was 61%, continuing 
aslump seen in the last half of 2021. 


¢ Employee engagement dropped to 
62.9% for all of 2021 compared with 
65.3% in 2020. 


e Employee engagement bottomed out 
at 60.3% in September/October 2021 
before rising to 62.8% in December, 
then falling again in through Q2 2022. 
But that end-of-year rate was still far 
lower than when the pandemic began; 
engagement peaked at 70.6% in April 
2020. 


¢ Employees showed a steady decline 
in loyalty — that is, employees who 
say they were not looking for work 
elsewhere ~ throughout 2021. By 
year’s end, it picked up slightly, end- 
ing at 66.8%. One year earlier, it was 
at 71.7%. Loyalty peaked at 74.4% in 
April 2020. It hovered around 64% 
through Q2 2022. 


e For the second half of 2021 vs. the 
second half of 2020, employee loy- 
alty dropped the most of all factors 
surveyed. And that trend continued

into 2022. Of all factors Energage 
measures, loyaity dropped the most 
inthe first half of 2022 vs. the first half 
of 2021, down 3.3 percentage points. 


In addition to loyalty, employee senti- 
ment was down for benefits, direction 
and execution in Q2 2022 vs. a year 
earlier. 


Referral - employees who say they 
would recommend their workplace 
to others — peaked at 88.6% in April 
2020 and bottomed out at 81.8% in Sep- 
tember 2021. Like loyalty, it showed 
a steady decline throughout 2021 but 
picked up at the end of the year. It has 
remained around 84% during the first 
half of 2022. 


Employee motivation dropped too, 
in 2021. Measuring 86.5% in Decem- 
ber 2020, it went on a steady slide 
through September 2021, falling to 
83.3%, before rising in Q4 2021. It has 
remained around 84% during the first 
half of 2022. 


The data show how the last two years 
have been a roller-coaster ride for 
people’s relationship with work. 


The first half of 2020 reflected 
uncertainty in the job market, 
when the pandemic hit and some 
companies started layoffs. It was 
risky to look elsewhere, and people 
wanted psychological safety. “Peo- 
ple were happy to have a job,” Black 
said. “The workplace is something 
predictable.” 


In 2021, many employees decided that if 
their employers were calling them back 
to the office, they didn’t want to com- 
mute anymore, or they didn’t want to 
give up the flexibility of working from 
home, Black said. Those who enjoyed 
flexibility became used to it. 


But this doesn’t mean people gave up 
on their jobs in 2021. It just means they 
were less positive about their employ- 
ment situation when compared to the 
first wave of the pandemic. Employee 


engagement in 2021 was greater than 
in 2015 to 2019. 


One area that employees were more 
positive about in 2021 was inclusive- 
ness. Employees felt more included in 
what was going on (even if they weren't 
necessarily happy about it). 


People are more mindful, empathetic, 
and trying harder to make sure voices 
are heard, Black said. There’s also a 
greater focus on diversity, equity and 
inclusion. “We've figured out how to 
work better together,” she said. 


Still, although inclusiveness was up, em- 
ployees said they felt slightly less clued-in 
than before. Black’s takeaway: Two-way 
communication still needs some work. 
“Just because you are included doesn't 
mean youre informed,” she said.

“Everyone is here to help one another,” 
aworker at Exit Realty Achieve said in 
describing what it’s like to work for the 
Smithtown-based real estate agency. 


This sentiment was a common theme 
in dozens of comments from agents 
at Exit Realty Achieve, which placed 
first among all midsized companies in 
the 2022 Long Island Top Workplaces 
survey for 2022. 


The Long Island franchise of Exit Re- 
alty Corp. International, Exit Realty 
Achieve, has 174 agents and three full- 
time administrative staff members, all 
of whom are based at the company’s 
Smithtown headquarters. Exit Realty 
Achieve was founded in 2010 by Susan 
Hamblen, who passed the reins to cur- 
rent Broker/Owner Jeffrey Mistretta 
in January 2021. 


The company’s unique business model 
seeks to foster a collaborative atmo- 
sphere while providing agents with 
multiple revenue streams. 


“We grow organically by having our 
agents invite other agents they know 
to join the organization,” Mistretta said. 
“They invite people with good work 
ethics and good morals who are true 
professionals. We have built a beautiful 
culture this way.” 


And when an agent brings another 
agent aboard, the first agent is reward- 
ed with the equivalent of 10% of the new 
agent’s gross commission income (GCI) 
annually, as long as they are both with 
the company. When the referring agent 
retires, this converts down to 7%, and 
when the referring agent dies, his ben- 
eficiaries receive 5% of the new agent’s 
GCI, for as long as the new person 


works for the company. This model ~ 


financially incentivizes agents to help 
their colleagues succeed. 


Mistretta first joined Exit Realty 
Achieve in 2015. He had been a real 
estate salesperson for about a decade, 
and one of his favorite aspects of his 
work was training and counseling up- 
and-coming agents. Mistretta received 
an invitation to join Exit Realty Achieve 
froma former colleague he had trained. 


“About two weeks after my former 
coworker joined Exit Realty Achieve, 
he called me and said, ‘You know how 
you love helping people in the office? 
Well, everyone here reminds me of 
you. Everyone's helping everyone,” 
Mistretta said. “I thought he was lying 
or exaggerating. In most organizations, 
the sales business 1s dog-eat-dog.” 


But Mistretta followed his former col- 
league to Exit Realty Achieve and soon 
found out what he had said was true. 
Mistretta thrived in the collaborative 
atmosphere, working alongside Ham- 
blen for several years and transitioning 
into the leadership role as she stepped 
back.

Training is an important focus at the 
company, where its Mind Set Training 
Programs focus on topics such as sales 
initiation, finalization, negotiation, and 
personality profiles. 


One employee wrote, “The management 
strongly encourages us to think outside 
the box and play to our strengths, and 


provides us with a variety of tools and 


strategies to succeed.” 


“Our training and tools are holistic and 
designed to radically shift the agent’s 
ability to provide for their families 
and thrive in the industry. The tools 
are easy to use and generate free leads 
for the agent,” Mistretta said. 


“We invest heavily in our agents to make 
sure they thrive,” 
said Broker/Owner Jeffrey Mistretta. 


Other agents have thrived there too. “I 
love my job because Exit Realty Achieve 
truly cares about the individual agent, 
and they believe in creating a culture 
where agents help build each other up,” 
one agent wrote. Another commented, 
“I have received so much training and 
help from my manager and everyone 
in my office. When I am at the office, I 
feel like we are a big family.” 


Tools include a personal website brand- 
ed to the agent. For-sale signs outside 
houses contain verbiage instructing 
passerby to send a text for more infor- 
mation about the property. Texters are 
directed to the agent’s website, and the 
agent is given the person’s cell phone 
number. 


Agents also expressed satisfaction with

their financial compensation. Exit Re- 
alty Achieve offers a 70-30 commission 
split, with agents receiving 70% of the 
commission on sales. Once an agent 
exceeds $100,000 in GCI, the agent’s 
share bumps up to 90%. 


“Working with Exit Realty Achieve 
affords me extra money to do the things 
with my family that we wouldn't other- 
wise be able to do without sacrificing a 
major amount of time with my family,” 
one agent wrote. 


Exit Realty Achieve holds up toa dozen 
team-building activities for agents each 
year. 


“We go to the ziplining course in 
Wheatley Heights,” Mistretta said. 
“Every year, we have 50 or 60 agents 
in the trees. People are fearful, and you 
can hear the agents encouraging each 
other. You come out of there feeling like 
you can do anything.” 


Each October, the company hosts a fall 
festival for clients, with a pumpkin 
patch, balloon artists, and face painting 
for the kids. “We urge agents to come 
and invite their clients,” Mistretta said. 
“We know the connection between 
agent and client is important for refer- 
rals. We invest heavily in our agents to 
make sure they thrive.”

Three years ago, Melville-based Na- 
tionwide Mortgage Bankers debuted 
onthe Inc. 5000 list of the fastest-grow- 
ing private firms in the U.S., coming in 
nationally at No. 51 after seeing more 
than 5,000% growth from 2016 to 2019, 
NMB says.

In a 
survey, employees talked about “great 
teamwork and leaders,” a “great” compa- 
ny culture as well as the ability “to have 
areal, positive impact on the lives of our 
members, while also working to bring 
change to the healthcare industry.”

On a recent day, National Business 
Capital CEO Joseph Camberato gave 
a tour of his company’s new offices 
in the Long Island Innovation Park at 
Hauppauge (formerly the Hauppauge 
Industrial Park). 


If you wondered why the Long Island 
Press named the company the best small 
business workplace on Long Island for 
2021, the company culture and office 
give some reasons. 


While many companies have focused on 
fleeing the office with remote work, Na- 
tional Business Capital has been making 
the office a more welcoming place, from 
culture to team building to investment 
and infrastructure. 


“We call this the idea lab,” Camberato 
said as he stepped into a comfortable, 
home-like room. “It’s an employee 
lounge and a collaborative, relaxed 
meeting space. You can do Zoom on 
the TV.” 


He said some desks were designed to 
provide comfort as well as health. 


“This office is state of the art,” he added. 
“Everything's brand new, the furniture. 
We've got standing desks, so you can 
put your desk up or down.” 


As he walked through the office, with in- 
terior design by 71 Visuals, also based in 
Hauppauge, he passed the word “Grow” 
in green letters adorning one wall not 
far from the words “driving growth for 
all,” the company mission. 


Camberato explained that this means 
growing the business, growing clients’ 
business and employees’ personal 
growth. 


Camberato passed the company’s suc- 
cess coach, who trains new hires ina 90- 
day training program to prepare them 
to be business financing advisors. The 
words “success, mindset, team, action, 
discipline” and more adorned a wall. 


“This is our beautiful new kitchen. 
We've got snacks,” he said of healthy 
(and not always healthy) foods near a 
flavored water machine. “This is our 
awards wall and review wall from our 
customers.”

Employees obtain recognition in the 
form of National All Stars awards at the 
company, which also provides financial 
incentives, “When you hit certain goals, 
there are baseballs,” Camberato said. 
“You get your name on a baseball. At 
the end of the year, you get to keep your 
ball.” 


Walk a little further and you reach the 
tree ring wall with rings representing 
company milestones, including 2007 
when Camberato started the busi- 
ness in a spare bedroom, 2015 when 
it reached 50 employees, and 2019 when 
it surpassed $200 million in annual 
funding. 


“The world changed a lot since I started 
the company 15 years ago,” Camberato 
said. “I’ve been able to move with the 
times, but also understand what people 
want in a workplace.” 


National Business Capital, a business 
lending marketplace including more 
than 75 lenders, connects customers 
with and helps them obtain a wide 
range of loans. They typically work 
with companies that have revenues 
ranging from $250,000 to $30 million. 


“Technology has helped us digitize 
and streamline the application process 
and speed along the underwriting 
process,” Camberato said, noting that 
the company funds transactions in 


one to 10 business days. “The larger 
the transaction, the longer it may take. 
We fund companies in hours and days, 
not weeks and months.” 


He added that they recently helped ob- 
tain $75,000 in funds in 18 hours for a 
restaurant, obtained a $600,000 loan in 
three business days for a dental group, 
and secured a $7 million revolving line 
of credit and $4 million term loan in 30 
to 45 days for an apparel wholesaler. 


The company has helped companies ob- 
tain about $2 billion in funding through 
about 20,000 transactions. 


“We don’t charge any up-front fees. We 
only get paid if we complete a transac- 
tion,” Camberato said. “We complete a 
few hundred transactions a month. The 
volume we do sometimes gives us access 
to better pricing, better rates.” 


Companies can save money, but also 
something else. 


“We're a timesaving machine,” Cam- 
berato said. “We save owners time and 
frustration from having to shop around 
from lender to lender.” 


The company, which had been based in 
Bohemia for about a decade, recently 
settled into a Rechler Equity Partners 
building with a full-service cafeteria 
and fitness center.

Friday is dress-down day, while Monday 
to Thursday are business casual days. 


“Every morning each department does a 
mint-huddle with their team to talk about 
questions, challenges,” Camberato said, not- 
ing that in monthly huddles, with breakfast 
brought in, each department talks about 
stats, goals, and what happened. 


“We have events scheduled,” Camberato 
said. “Things to help us grow personal- 
ly, professionally and fun things, mixer 
events.” 


The company also has its own quarterly 
newsletter to keep everyone up-to-date 
on developments in, and sometimes 
outside of, the office. 


“We talk about what happened in the 
quarter, what’s happening in the next 
quarter,” Camberato added. “Someone 
recently had a baby. They'll be featured. 
We have a new up-and-comer; they'll 
be featured.” 


National Business Capital employs 
about 75 people, all on Long Island, 
including about 25 hired earlier this 
year. They can fit about 120 in their 
space. And true to the walls, and the 
theme of growth, they are expanding. 


“We're hiring,” Camberato said. “We 
should have about 15 people starting 
next month.”

EMPLOYEES LOVE WHAT THEY DO AND 
WORK TOGETHER WITH FAMILY BUSINESS

Tebbens Steel is a Long Island-based 
business that has been in the Tebbens 
family since it was founded in 1944, so 
it’s only natural that they view their 
employees as an extended part of the 
family and treat them with the same 
care. 


The company has expanded over time, 
from asmall shop catering to local busi- 
nesses in the area to working on large 
structures like the Parrish Art Museum 
in Water Mill and homes on the East 
End, just to name a few notable jobs 
in the area. But as the company — 55 
employees and counting — continues 
to grow, the intimacy that comes from 
working with a family business passed 
down through generations definitely 
plays arole in employee satisfaction and 
why the company continues to succeed.

His mother and father ran the 
business for many years before he came 
to work with them in 1996. Presently 
Tebbens and his wife are running the 
business a major production facility 
where teamwork is paramount, from 
manufacturing structural steel and 
other metals to executing their main 
niche at the moment, high-end homes. 
Their work also includes everything 
from structures of homes to stairs, 
railing, stainless steel cabinets, and 
bronze hoods. According to Tebbens, 
this is part of what adds to job satisfac- 
tion. “We get to do something different

How did you celebrate Employee Ap- 
preciation Day? It was on March 4, a 
feel-good celebration of workers and 
the workplace. 


If you missed out, don’t worry. 
Done right, workplace apprecia- 
tion is not a single date ona cal- 
endar. It’s something high-per- 
forming workplaces practice 
year-round. 


When Energage reviews employ- 
ee sentiment, it’s clear high-per- 
forming workplaces are better at 
giving appreciation to employees. 
An analysis of more than 3 million 
employee surveys from January 
2020 through August 2021 shows 
employees who work at companies 
that earn Top Workplaces recogni- 
tion are more likely to feel appreci- 
ated - by 7 percentage points - than 
employees at companies that did 
not rate as Top Workplaces.

~ STRENGTH IN CERTAINTY 


The data reveals some common-sense 
insights about appreciation. Employ- 
ees who earn less (especially those 
who earn less than $30,000 annually) 
are less likely to feel appreciated. 
Rank-and-file team members are less 
likely to feel appreciated than senior 
managers. 


But here’s something intriguing: The 
workers who feel most appreciated are 
newer employees (those at acompany 
for a year or less) and veteran employ- 
ees (those with a company for 5 years 
or more). The ones in the middle - es- 
pecially those with a company for 3 to 
5 years — feel least appreciated. 


So how do the best workplaces con- 
vey appreciation of all employees, 
regardless of pay, seniority and role? 
The answer is, there is no single way to 
show appreciation. But there are some 
common themes, based on feedback 
Energage received from dozens of 
workplaces that rate highly for em- 
ployee appreciation. 


Build it into the culture: Gratitude is a 
key value at organizations where work- 
ers feel most appreciated. A steady 
stream of appreciation year-round 
helps people through stressful times. 


Have a system: Workers want to be 
acknowledged when they exceed ex- 
pectations. It could be publicly. It could 
be quietly, with a hand-written note. 
It should come from peers as well as 
leaders. Honor people for their time, 
talents, assistance, and insights. 


Get personal: The best companies 
value relationships and the quality of 
life of their employees. Especially with 
remote work, employers need to find 
ways to get people to know each other. 


Recognize people differently: Not 
everyone wants to be recognized the 
same way. Consider a recognition 
questionnaire that asks how people 
would like to be recognized and some 
of their favorite things. 


WHAT DOES APPRECIATION 
AT WORK REALLY MEAN? 


Leaders listen and respond: Most 
employees value being heard more 
than they value perks. People want op- 
portunities to share ideas, complaints, 
suggestions and observations. Leaders 
need to listen and respond. 


Go beyond pay and benefits: Em- 
ployees consider pay and benefits the 
binding contract in the employer-em- 
ployee relationship. Appreciation 
reflects discretionary effort beyond 
those terms. Milestone benefits, 
such as for anniversaries, are anice 
gesture. 


Support professional growth: This is 
key for those middle-tenured employ- 
ees who tend to fee less appreciated. 
When employers see the potential in 
people, and offer training for hard 
skills as well as leadership develop- 
ment, it gives employees a reason to 
invest more. 


Promote people internally: A culture 
that encourages, trains and rewards 
people to take on increasing respon- 
sibility will boost retention. 


Gifts are nice: Gift cards, food, clothes, 
keepsakes. Raffles for prizes. People 
appreciate even small, meaningful 
gifts for acknowledgement of a job 
well done. 


Employees want to feel they matter. 
When they do, they are more likely to 
give more of themselves and stay for 
the long haul.

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Less Overall CPF 
Money in ’22, 

But North Fork’s 
Figures Keep Rising

oney collected through the Peconic Bay Com- 

munity Preservation Fund (CPF) continues to 
be less than last year in most East End towns, except 
on the North Fork, where CPF is on the rise. 

New York State Assemblyman Fred W. Thiele Jr. 
(I-Sag Harbor), who created the program in 1999 to 
support open space preservation, reported that the 
overall 2022 revenues for the first seven months are 
6.9% less than one year ago. So far the fund has taken 
in a total of $122.21 million, compared to the $131.29 
million collected for the same period in 2021. 

“Real estate activity is less than a year ago. How- 
ever, CPF revenues in 2022 remain at historically 
high levels when compared to revenues before the 
pandemic,” says Thiele. “Revenues for the first seven 
months of 2022 are the second highest for the first 
seven months in the 24-year history of the program 
(except 2021).”

East End is collected for the community preservation 
fund, generating $201 million in the last 12 months. 
Looking at the latest figures from July, revenues 
totaled $14.77 million compared to $17.78 million for 
the same month in 2021. 
Shelter Island has seen the biggest fall in CPF 


figures — 49.9% — despite a recent $9.7 mil- 


lion sale there, a large figure for the small island 
(that sale will not hit the reported. CPF revenues 
until August). So far this year, the town has re- 
ceived $1.67 million, compared to the $2.74 mil- 
lion it took in during the same time period last 


year.

Riverhead saw an increase of 49.9%, catapulting 
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from $3.75 million in the first seven months of 2021 


to $5.62 million so far in 2022. In Southold Town, 
collections rose 8.3% from $7.47 million to $8.09 
million. : 

Since the community preservation fund was cre- 
ated, it has generated $1.933 billion. 


Southampton Movie Theater Could Be Making a Comeback .

he Southampton movie theater, which has 
been shuttered since the COVID-19 pandemic 
began in March of 2020, will be reopening soon. 

The Southampton Village Cinema at 43 Hill 
Street is under contract as of last week, according 
to a press release sent by Great Ink Media Rela- 
tions, based in New York City. Hill Street Cinema 
LLC says it plans to reopen as a theater for mov- 
ies and cultural events. The purchase price was 
not disclosed, but it had been on the market for 
$8.9 million. 

“The purchase was motivated by our fervent de- 
sire to preserve this essential component of South- 
ampton Village’s culture as well as reactivating 
the building’s distinctive architecture, which has 
anchored the community’s center for many years,” 
said a spokesperson for Hill Street Cinema, though 
who is behind the purchase was not revealed. 

It has been reported that filmmakers Ben and 
Orson Cummings, who are Bridgehampton na- 
tives, have expressed interest in purchasing the 
property, though they do not appear to be the 
buyers, as 27East reported Orson Cummings said 
he had received news that the property was sold. 
They were putting together plans to host live per- 
formances, as well as film screenings, and ies in 
a café. 


THE SOUTHAMPTON MOVIE THEATER WAS ON THE 
. MARKET FOR $8.9 MILLION. 


The building is 17,859 square feet in size and sits 
on a 2.2-acre site at the gateway of the village busi- 
ness district. 

The Colonial-style movie house was built by Mi- 
chael Glynne in 1932 as the 1,062-seat Glynne’s 


Southampton Theatre, “featuring an opulent au- 
ditorium known for its massive chandelier,” the 
statement says. sg 
Fifty years later, United Artists Theatre demol- 
ished the auditorium and replaced it with a four- 
screen multiplex. A fifth screen, in what was once 


a basement dressing room, was in place until 1995. 


_ Regal Entertainment Group as the Southampton 
4 Theatres operated the theater last. 

The seller is listed as Southold Properties, Inc., 
with mailing being sent to Henry M. Karlin of 
Southold. The owner has been identified publicly 
as Ken Karlin. 

The Southampton theater is one so only a hand- 
ful of movie theaters on the East End. The only ma- 
jor movie theaters remaining are in East Hampton 
and Mattituck. The Sag Harbor Cinema, a triplex 
movie theater rebuilt after a fire destroyed it in 
2016, is run by a community-based organization 
and is dedicated to not ie showing films, but 
education. 

There are longstanding plans to close the United 
Artists movie theater in Hampton Bays to make 
way for a CVS. Meanwhile, the Westhampton 
Beach movie theater, known as Hampton Arts Cin- 
ema, also shuttered since the pandemic, has been 
on the market for $1.1 million.

N= LaLota, the GOP nominee to replace outgo- 
ing U.S. Rep. Lee Zeldin (R-Shirley) in the ist 
Congressional District, declared victory August 23 
over two Republican primary challengers. 

LaLota, who serves as chief of staff to Suffolk 
County Presiding Officer Kevin McCaffrey (R-Lin- 
denhurst), beat former Brookhaven Town Deputy 
Supervisor Anthony Figliola and Michelle Bond, a 
cryptocurrency trade group leader, according to un- 
official early returns from the Suffolk County Board 
of Elections. LaLota won with 47% of the vote, Bond 
had 27% and Figliola came in third with 25%, early 
returns showed. 

“Tonight we celebrate a win against $3 million in 
outside special interests,” tweeted LaLota, hoping 


opposition to President Joe Biden will flip Congress 
from Democratic control under Speaker Nancy Pelo- 
si (D-Calif.). “Tomorrow, we fight for our community 
and country against the Biden-Pelosi agenda.” 

The ist Congressional District includes all five 
East End towns and the entire North Shore of Suf- 
folk County. 

LaLota will face Suffolk Legislator Bridget Flem- 
ing (D-Noyac), a former Southampton Town coun- 


_ cilwoman and Manhattan prosecutor, in the general 


election. Zeldin will be at the top of the ticket as he 
runs to unseat Gov. Kathy Hochul. 

A former commissioner of the Suffolk Board of 
Elections and ex-Village of Amityville trustee, LaLo- 
ta is a married father of three and U.S. Navy veteran 
in the process of moving his family into the newly 
redrawn district.

Monzon-Archila cut himself out of the vehicle, 
but his passenger, Edis Noe Hernandez Nunez, was 
ejected and later pronounced dead at the Peconic 
Bay Medical Center. 

The driver later admitted to drinking beer since 
7 p.m. the night before, authorities said. Police said 
they found beer cans at the scene. His blood alcohol 
content was .13% an hour after the crash, according 
to investigators. 
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The Race 
Circuit

WwW: I was 17, I asked my dad if 
he would take me to the Bridge- 
hampton Race Circuit, where some 
of the greatest race car drivers in the 
world were driving around this curvy 
3-mile track at speeds approaching a 
hundred miles an hour. I'd heard that 
the NASCAR racers were there: Junior 
Johnson, Fireball Roberts, Richard 
Petty. 

I was going to college in the fall. I'd 
just gotten my driver’s license and Dad 
had promised me a car. Dad thought 
about it a minute, then said, “How 
about tomorrow?” 

We lived in Montauk then, a good 20 
miles from the Bridgehampton Race 
Circuit. So we never heard the noise. 
But on occasion, I'd accompany 
Dad or my mom to Bridge- 
hampton on a_ weekend 
shopping expedition, and 
then, well, you couldn’t miss 
it. Although the track was 
three miles north of town, 
nearly halfway to Sag Harbor, 
the buzz and roar of the cars on the 
racing days was quite audible down- 
town. It would go on for hours. And so 
I would imagine being in the stands up 
there. And now, with Dad’s approval, 
we were going. 

Back in those years (this was in the 
late 1950s), both Montauk and the 
Hamptons were very rural — sleepy and 
quiet places — with old New England 
villages dotting the landscape here and 
there. Ancient wooden windmills, town 
greens, cemeteries and ponds with 
swans in them gave way to stores and 
restaurants downtown. Surrounding 
the towns were potato fields. You could 
see across them for miles. And every- 
body knew everybody. In the summer- 
time, there were summer people and 
tourists to light up the place a bit. 

And then there were the new arriv- 
als — among them, us. Two years be- 
fore, my dad had bought White’s Drug 
Store and moved to Montauk from a

New Jersey suburb where I'd grown 
up. I worked in Dad’s store. Dad got my 
younger sister, Nancy, her own horse, 
which she stabled at a ranch near the 
lighthouse. 

We turned right on Main Street and 
took Lumber Lane to ‘Millstone Road 
and the track entrance. There, thou- 

sands of people sat in the stands on 
one side of the straightaway 
cheering the racers. On the 

other side was the pit area 
where the dozens of colorful 
racing cars, screeching in 
and roaring out, were being 
tended to by mechanics, rac- 
ing team members and drivers. 
Surrounding all this was nothing 
but sand dunes and scrub trees. You 
could see across them all the way to the 
bay and the ocean. 

A bridge crossed over the straight- 
away connecting the spectators with 
the pits. It seemed you could just walk 
over that bridge with the racing cars 
roaring underneath and no one would 
stop you. 

After a while watching the racers, 
the smoke, the spin-arounds and cars 
limping along the apron of the track 
with blown tires or even fire from 
blown engines, I got my dad’s permis- 
sion to walk over the bridge into the pit 
area where, among all the mechanics 
working on the racing cars, I was able 
to talk to people who were happy to tell 
me, as we peered under a hood, what 
they were doing. I thought then, and I 
think now, looking back upon it, that 
this was an extraordinary experience 
that probably should not be happening. 


And visiting the track again and 
again, right through to 1980, the same 
thing happened. I took lots of pictures. 
And after several visits, particularly 
after I started this newspaper, I pub- 
lished stories and photographs of the 
races up close and personal with the 
greatest drivers in the world, includ- 
ing Dan Gurney, Bruce McLaren, Mark 
Donohue and Stirling Moss. Top speeds 
exceeded 180 miles an hour. 


If the landscape was rural and bucol-. 


ic in those days, there were numerous 
other loud racing car venues nearby. A 
drag racing course was in Westhamp- 
ton Beach. At the Riverhead Raceway 
in Calverton, local farm boys raced old 
cars around a figure 8 track that per- 
mitted, even encouraged, earth-shat- 
tering crashes where the track crossed 
itself in the middle of the 8. Race days 
at the track concluded with the Demoli- 
tion Derby. 

At the same time, there was noise in 
the air — not from the tiny East Hamp- 
ton Airport, but from the military air- 
port where fighter jets such as F-14s, 
seen in the movie Top Gun, screamed 


across the sky as they went through 


their tests and tryouts. They'd swoop, 
roll and, sometimes, bust through the 
sound barrier. All in all, eastern Long 
Island was quite the place. 

Racing at Bridgehampton had not 
started with the building of the track in 
1957, but years before, when from 1915 
to 1921, early automobiles were raced 
along the public roads — Main Street 
served as the start and finish line — 
as part of the town’s annual carnival. 
Then, after the Second World War, 


American soldiers coming home ar- 
rived with European sports cars they’d 
bought for cheap. These men raced 
Ferraris, Triumphs, Austin-Healeys 
and Morgans at speeds over 100 mph 
not only on Main Street, but also down 
Ocean Road, Sagaponack Road, across 
the little bridge at Bridge Lane, then up 
to Main and the finish line. These races 
took place from 1949 to 1953. Tens of 
thousands of spectators lined the roads 
behind hay bales and snow fencing 
until, in 1953, three spectators were 
injured. Thus ended street racing. And 
so, they built that big track. 

‘ In 1966, after six years of Dan's Pa- 
pers, I answered an ad and bought a 
1959 Triumph TR3 sports car from the 
owner of a bar known as CBs in Hamp- 
ton Bays. I’ve kept it garaged, and I still 
drive it occasionally today. 

And_I’ve even raced it around the 
Bridgehampton Race Circuit, coming 
down the straightaway and into that 
awful Millstone turn to the right at the 
bottom of the hill, then winding the 
rest of the away around. A racing school 
was at the track in 1983. I wrote about 
it. 

But people were now objecting to 
the noise at the track. Soon the town 
passed a law. All racing cars had to be 
muffled. With that, racing there came 


_to an end. : 


Today, the race track is gone, re- 


_placed by a golf course which, in honor 


of its heritage, is called The Bridge. Its 
driveway is the old Millstone turn and 
the straightaway. Runs alongside a 


fairway. So Bridgehampton lives on in 


memories such as this.

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Here Come The Bitechurbutts 
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Not A GOOD AFTERNOON TO GO IN THE OCEAN

ou see lots of people out on the beaches of the 

Hamptons. But not too many of them venture 
into the water. The reason? Sharks have been sight- 
ed in the sea. A few people up island, on Fire Island 
and at Jones Beach, have gotten bites that needed 
stitches. 

But anybody can see the sharks when 
they’re out there. It’s the fin. And atten- 
tive lifeguards are closing beaches for 
a while in both Southampton and East 
Hampton until the fins swim away. — 

Officials have said that there are the 
same number of sharks out there, but 
in recent years, they have been patrolling 
near the shore, looking for schools of bunker 
fish, little fish about 12 inches long, which have 
been swimming in packs near the beaches because 
they see more tiny things to eat there. After officials 
declared bunker fish a threatened species, they 
rapidly increased in numbers, and moved in. The 
sharks followed. 

Now there is still another danger on the beaches. 
Another species of fish, called bitechurbutts, have 
been lurking just offshore of the Hamptons. And 
though they are not as dangerous as sharks, they 
will attack humans from time to time. It’s scary. 
And they do leave a mark. 

“Bitechurbutts are native to Kazamajan,” Marine 
and Wildlife Lt. James Jones told this reporter. 
“How they got to the Hamptons is quite amaz- 
ing. They have muscular tails and are very strong 
swimmers. They are quite capable of swimming 
down the Hoocheekoochie River to the sea and 
then across the Atlantic. But it’s also possible they 
were brought through U.S. Customs by travelers, 
perhaps in some big goldfish bowls through John F. 


Kennedy International Airport. Frankly, this was a 
bad idea.” 

Bitechurbutts are a gray fish about 15 inches 
long, with a red stripe on each side. They swim in 
groups known as “bunchickles.” When angered or 
excited, all the stripes glow. It’s not too hard to see 
them when that happens. So be aware. And don’t 

try to swat at them. The bitechurbutts are also 
endangered. 

The first sighting of a bitechurbutt in 
our community was off Coopers Beach 

in Southampton last Sunday morning. 
Other sightings happened at Ponquogue 
Beach in Hampton Bays and Main Beach 
in East Hampton on Sunday afternoon. 
Then, at Indian Wells Beach in Amagan- 
sett, came the first assault. It happened on 
Monday at 11:30 a.m. A woman swimming in the 
surf screamed for help and then splashed around 
and dropped below the surface. 

The lifeguards blew their whistles and splashed 
out to the scene with their spearguns and buoys 
and located the woman. Using a fireman’s carry, 
they carried her to a big yellow-and-white striped 
towel laid down on the beach 10 feet back from the 
water line. : 

Artificial respiration was performed on this fe- 
male, who was exhibiting signs of shock and panic. 
Then she was covered with silver foil to keep her 
safe until the medics and environmentalists ar- 
rived, which they soon did. She also coughed a lot. 

This reporter was on the scene. The woman, when

awake, gave her name, through her sobs, as Patricia’ 


Overbite, age 31, of Mineola, Long Island. That she 
was wearing a small two-piece bathing suit made 
it easy to see the one injury she apparently had re- 
ceived, a pucker mark on the left buttock, which, 
according to Johnson Johnson of Fish and Wildlife, 


who was also on the scene, was a telltale indication 
of a bitechurbutt bite. 

“It was bound to happen,” Johnson said. “With 
all those bitechurbutts.” He waved his arm at the 


- fish and, in return, they glowed red angrily just un- 


derwater. 

“That’s them,” said Prentiss McPherson, the chief 
of the lifeguards. “Stand clear.” 

By this time, Overbite, having been given a ads 
tive, had ceased whimpering and fallen asleep. 

Agent Johnson told this reporter more about bi- 
techurbutts. 

“Bitechurbutts are considered sacred in some 
parts of Kazamajan,” he said. “They get the same 
consideration that sacred cows get in India. Just 
don’t go near them. They have gotten very surly and 
upset since they were told they were endangered. 
So this is what happens.” 

Johnson said that bitechurbutts are very alert 
and emotional when approached. Stay away from 
them until they swim off or the is sounds 
the all clear. 

“Still,” he said, “they can’t really hurt you. They 
have no teeth.

Impact Fall Harvest on the East End 


BY TIMOTHY BOLGER 


n ongoing drought impacting the 

East End may have a ripple ef- 
fect on locally grown produce as peak 
autumn harvest season approaches 
at farms in the Hamptons and on the 
North Fork. 

The impact could be felt across the 
spectrum of crops grown on the Twin 
Forks, like vegetables such as Long Is- 
land’s ever-popular sweet corn produc- 
ing smaller-than-usual ears. But fruits 
such as the grapes that fuel the region’s 
dozens of wineries, and herbs like rec- 
reational cannabis — the newest addi- 
tion to the New York State agricultural 
industry — are faring well amid the dry 
spell. 

“The dry weather remains a concern 
for farmers on Long Island and across 
the state,” said Steve Ammerman, the 
spokesman for the New York Farm 
Bureau, an Albany-based trade group. 
“The dry weather can affect the overall 
size of fruits and vegetables, but it can 


still mean high-quality products in 
terms of taste and look. Farms are also 
needing to turn more to irrigation if 
they have the ability, though that comes 
with increased production costs to run 
the irrigation pumps.” 

Suffolk County typically receives 


' 11.28 inches of precipitation for meteo- 


rological summer — the months of June, 
July and August — but has only had 4.75 
inches as of August 30, according to the 
National Weather Service (NWS). That 
makes this summer the fourth driest 


‘since local weather record keeping be- 


gan in 1964. The U.S. Drought Moni- 
tor has placed the South Shore of Long 
Island under severe drought conditions 
while the North Shore is considered a 
moderate drought. 

“We're in a 6-inch deficit,” said 
Upton-based NWS meteorologist Mat- 
thew Wunsch, who noted that the fore- 
cast didn’t suggest the drought would 
end anytime soon. “If you get 6 inches 
of rain in a day, it isn’t necessarily go- 
ing to get rid of your drought conditions 


because most of that water is going to 
run off and not be soaked into the soil 
... What you need for drought relief is 
more of a prolonged light to moderate 
rain over a couple of day period. It can’t 
all come at once.” 


While farmers have been strategi- 


cally deploying irrigation systems to 
mitigate the effects of the drought, 
the Suffolk County Water Authority 
(SCWA) — which issued a Stage 1 Water 
Emergency Alert in the towns of South- 
ampton, Southold, East Hampton and 


Shelter Island — says the conditions 


nonetheless put crops at risk. 

“We don’t have advisories directly 
to the farmers, but I would encourage 
them to work closer with us and regu- 
larly test and monitor the chloride (sa- 
linity) levels of their wells,” said SCWA 


Director of Strategic Initiatives/Lead 


Hydrogeologist Ty Fuller. “Over pump- 
ing can increase chlorides, and at a high 
enough level, it could kill crops.” 

_ The season has so far produced 
mixed results for Marcos Ribeiro of 


East End Flower Farm, who grows ev- 
erything from vegetables such as cu- 
cumbers, peas and lettuce to — as the 
name suggests — flowers. He is among 
the dozen local farmers to be awarded 
a conditional cannabis cultivation 
license. 

“Tt is having an impact on our sun- 
flowers,” one of his farm’s mainstays, 
said Ribeiro, noting that the typically 
huge flowers were smaller this season 
due to the drought. “For my sunflowers, 


I irrigate, but I wish it‘d rained more 


because when it doesn’t rain, it’s just 
much more work for me.” 

Talking from his maintenance barn 
in Mattituck, he noted that he gave his 
first try this year at growing corn on 
dry land, meaning without irrigation, 
but the crop did “terrible.” Growing 
vegetables without irrigation is nearly 
impossible in a normal year, let alone in 
a drought, he said. . 

“Anybody that does vegetables com- 
mercially.has some sort of irrigation set 
up,” he said. “It would be very, very hard

to do crops without irrigation in place. . 


It would be quite the risk.” 

But even the irrigation systems are 
strained under the current conditions. 
~ “One of the things I have noticed ona 
couple of the wells on different proper- 
ties is that it takes longer for the water 
to come up,” Ribeiro said. “That just 
means that the water table is definitely 
lower.” : 

The cannabis crops, however, are 
benefitting from the drought, as too 


much rain can cause mold on the. 


plants, which only require about an 
inch of rain per week. 

“It’s a double-edged sword for me 
Ribeiro said. “I’m (more) OK — I know 
this is greedy — if it continues in this 
fashion than I would be if it just starts 
raining every other day until October.” 

Marijuana isn’t the only crop grown 
locally that does well in a drought. 
Kareem Massoud, the winemaker at 
Paumanok and Palmer Vineyards, and 
president of Long Island Wine Country, 
said the lack of rain actually makes for 
a better vintage. 

“Because of the dry weather, the ber-

lack of water. That means everything 
else that’s in there is more concentrat- 
ed. The sugar, the flavor, the acidity, the 
aroma, the color. Everything is more 
intense. So from a quality standpoint, 
that’s highly desirable.” 

For local winemakers that prioritize 
quantity over quality — there are some 
that sell wine by the keg to local restau- 
rants — the conditions are not ideal, but 


_ in Massoud’s case, it’s perfect. 


“We're trying not to get too excited,” 
Massoud said. “Grapes love sunny, dry, 
breezy weather. And we're on Long 
Island, it’s usually breezy, we've had a 
great deal of sun and if you've been on 


the East End this summer, you know 


that it’s been extremely dry.” 

He notes that vineyards will irrigate 
from time to time, but don’t need to 
do so as often as other crops. By all ac- 
counts, local sod farmers lead the way 
in the irrigation department. But for 
winemakers, the drought positively 
impacts the wine's terroir, a French 
term that refers to the primary impacts 
of what determines the character of 
a grape: the soil, climate and human 
caretaker. 

“There's a very high correlation be- 
tween water deficit and quality,” he 
said. “And by water deficit we mean lack 
of rain.” 

Most of the best vintages of the

French wine Bordeaux — an interna- 
tional reference point for fine wine — 
were very dry seasons, he said. Locally, 
one of the best vintages he recalls is 
1995, the same year a drought led to the 
Sunrise Fires that burned thousands of 
acres. 

“So whenever we have a very dry 
season, we're similarly very excited,” he 
said. “It’s not a guarantee of quality, but 
it’s highly correlated with quality.” 

Of course, with climate change fuel- 
ing whiplash-inducing extreme weath- 
er events — recent floods amid the pro- 
longed drought in the West among the 
latest examples — farming is arguably 
the most precarious of weather-depen- 
dent industries. 

“My father has a saying, ‘You can’t 
take it to the bank until it’s in the tank,” 
Massoud said. “In farming, you don’t 
have a crop until your crop is in the 
barn or, in this case, in the winery. And 
even then things can go wrong. We get 
pretty superstitious.” 

But Ribeiro, the. flower farmer, re- 
mains cautiously optimistic. 

“Obviously hail could come in the 
next 30 minutes and destroy my sea- 
son, but so far so good and the crop is 
doing better than I expected,” he said. 
“So far so good.”

ur Labor Day issue cover was submitted to us by 

watercolor artist Susan Sterber. Here she dis- 
cusses the heartwarming moment that inspired this 
painting, Labor Day traditions and more. 


What is the name of this charming art- 
work, and is there a real-life moment that 
inspired it? 

“The Wedding Party.” After a simple beautiful wed- 
ding ceremony on the beach, the kids in the wedding 
were just so joyful that they pulled off their shoes and 
ran into the water’s edge. They were holding hands 
and so happy and excited, jumping and laughing to- 
gether — celebrating love. 


How did you decide on the paintings com- 


position, color and other design details? 

I wanted to hold on to the drama in the scene, the 
water sweeping in a diagonal wave, and the shape of 
the children cutting into that diagonal. The shadows 
help tie the children and the sandy beach together, 
unifying the composition. There are few colors and 
they are repeated throughout the painting simplify- 
ing and strengthening the main shapes. 


What do you enjoy most about the painting 
process? 

It’s the surprises that happen along the way that 
I love. While the painting is planned, compositional 
sketches made, colors chosen and techniques select- 
ed, there is still room for the unexpected, especially 
because I work with watercolor. Watercolor can run, 
puddle, drip and all kinds of things that will either 
work so well or cause chaos in the painting.

this summer, and how do your oni ae see 
shift in the fall? 

In the spring and summer, I do some plein air 
painting when it’s not too hot to be out. I really love 
summer for painting boats, wetlands and beaches. I 
paint flowers in my garden and go to farm areas and 
local gardens to paint. 

When fall comes I am ready for some hikes and 
walks where I can photograph the woods and wa- 
terways for future paintings. On Long Island there 


are so many beautiful preserves, arboretums, and — 


coastal areas that I find so many landscapes and wa- 


terscapes to paint. The colors in fall are intense and _ 


beautiful and it’s great weather for painting on site. 


What is one short-term and one long-term 
artistic goal you would like to achieve? 

One short-term artistic goal of mine is to get out 
more to paint on site because it gives such spontane- 
ity to painting. You have to get the paint down quick- 
ly before the light changes and make decisions on the 
spot, keeping you in the moment. 

It’s always a long-term goal of mine to paint in a 
more loose watercolor style. Loose wet watercolors 
say everything with so little detail with a few strokes 
expressing the essence and mood of the subject. 


How do you typically spend Labor Day 
weekend and/or how do you plan to spend 
Labor Day weekend this year? 

For most of my life I worked as an art teacher in 
the schools, so Labor Day marked the end of summer 
but also the brand new year of new and exciting art 
projects I'd developed and was excited to show the 
kids. It was always a bittersweet time and a very busy 
weekend marked by a barbecue at home and packing 
up back-to-work/school stuff. 

Now that I don’t work in the schools, Iseem to have 
other September projects: art shows and receptions, 
art demos and meetings. My new way of celebrating 
Labor Day is lunch at our favorite clam bar on the 
water. It’s fun and feels like a Long Island thing to do. 


Would you like to share any closing 
thoughts or additional information? 

Living and working as an artist has so enriched my 
life. Knowing I was an artist by the time I was 5 years 
old started me on an amazing journey through the 
years. As we celebrate Labor Day, I am very grateful 
for my fun, satisfying career in art education helping

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The Hamptons Festival of Music Enters 
the Stage with World-Class Orchestra 


MAESTRO MICHAEL PALMER :CONDUCTING

n 2017, partners and music aficionados Michael 
Yip and Michael Palmer settled into the Springs 
community in East Hampton, and now, after years 
of planning, they’re ready to make their official de- 
‘but into the Hamptons classical music community 
with the launch of the inaugural Hamptons Festival 
of Music on September 9-11. 

“When we were looking for a home, we actually 
did it with one of the main purposes of spending 
the off-season at our home,” says Yip, the festival’s 
executive director, adding later that the Atlanta 
couple spends their summer months on the West 
Coast for their Bellingham Festival of Music and 
traveling. “Unlike most people who put a lot of focus 
on the (Hamptons) summertime, we actually have 
spent, since we bought our home in 2017, quite a lot 
(of time there in the off-season) ... There was noth- 
ing going on at that time of year when we were first 
spending time there, so we really felt like building 
and creating a coalition of support for people who 
lived there year-round.” 

After purchasing their home in the Hamptons, 
Yip and Palmer realized that the orchestral life 
and events were, in their opinion, lacking. Having 
co-founded Anacrusis Productions Ltd. in 2009 to 
inspire and educate people about the value of clas- 
sical music, Yip and renowned orchestral conductor 
Maestro Palmer were up to the task. 

“In the Hamptons, there’s no orchestral life. 
There’s a lot of chamber music, jazz, individual 
(events) like Pianofest,” Yip says. “There’s a lot of art 
and culture, but there was no orchestral life. So we 
thought this could be a really unique opportunity 
to look for a place, be a part of the community and 
realistically start to think about building an orches- 
tral music festival in the Hamptons.” 

The Hamptons Festival of Music is an intimate 
three-day festival at LTV Studios in Wainscott, 
comprising a night showcasing orchestra, a night 
for chamber music and one for solo recital concerts. 
“Those are your pillars of what we call the ‘classi- 
cal art form, which is at the core of the mission of 
our nonprofit organization (Anacrusis Productions 


Ltd., the festival's producer). And we thought, three 
nights — this could be an incredible way to highlight 
the three pillars of the classical art form.” 

On Friday, September 9, concertgoers will be 
treated to all six of J.S. Bach’s “Brandenburg Con- 
certos.” “On its own, it feels like a chamber concert, 
feels like chamber music, but it’s ... basically six 
small orchestral concertos featuring the amazing 
virtuosity of our orchestra,” Yip says. “This was that 
natural bridge. I think the incredibleness of having 
all six in one evening will leave people going, “Wow, 
this wasn’t just your normal chamber music con- 
cert, this was a small orchestral concert.” . 

Then on Saturday, “one of the greatest classical 
guitarists in the world” Pepe Romero will lead an 
evening of chamber music also featuring guest so- 
prano Maria Valdes. This is the only concert exclu- 
sive to VIP All Festival Pass holders, and it includes 
a private reception with Romero and Valdes. 

Finally, on Sunday, the grand finale opens with 
Mozart’s “Marriage of Figaro Overture.” Then 
Romero will return to perform Joaquin Rodrigo’s 
“Concierto de Aranjuez” before the night culmi- 
nates in Beethoven’s monumental “7th Symphony” 
in.a belated celebration of the late composer’s 250th 
birth year (1770). 

Each concert features The Hamptons Festival 
of Music’s resident orchestra, The. New American 
Sinfonietta — an invitation-only virtuoso orchestra 
of 41 distinguished musicians from other leading 
orchestras — conducted by Palmer, the festival’s ar- 
tistic director. Yip notes that he and Palmer wanted 
to curate this inaugural festival with “really power- 
ful artistic programming to highlight the virtuosity 
of the orchestra” and introduce themselves to the 
community. 

“As a professional orchestral conductor with half 
a century or more of what he does — he’s got con- 
nections with some of the greatest players across 
the country and across the world,” he says of Palm- 
er. “It’s been almost this magical experience of say- 
ing here’s this chance for us to build this virtuosic 
orchestra and we can reach out to some of the great- 
est guest artists in the world, so how do we want to 
start our inaugural year? What kind of an impact do

we want to make?” : 

The answer: The Hamptons Festival of Music 
intends to connect with the community, both long- 
time fans of chamber and orchestral music and 
new audiences, and to become a much-anticipated 
Hamptons event each year. 

“What we’re hoping is that we will connect with 
the community, particularly those who are ardent 
classical music supporters ... and then to. expose 
audiences that are just loving something new and 
something different and who want to support some- 
thing that is a pretty monumental undertaking,” Yip 
says. “We just hope that the public will take some 
time to take a look at what we have to offer. If it reso- 
nates, take the chance, join us September 9, 10 and 


_11, and we can assure you that the patron experi- 


ence is going to be unlike anything that you’ve ever 
experienced in the Hamptons.”

Comedian Rita 
Rudner Bringing the ¢ 
Laughs to WHBPAC. {

egendary comedian Rita Rudner returned to 
erforming live this year and the audience at 
the Westhampton Beach Performing Arts Center 
(WHBPAC) will be better off for it on September 4 
when Rudner hits the stage. 
“Whenever there’s a theater, it’s like a big party 
and everyone comes out feeling much better than 
when they went in — including me,” says Rudner, 


who spoke to us from her home in California after _ 


just dropping off her daughter for her second year of 
college in Miami, where Rudner grew up. 

A mainstay in Las Vegas, where she held a multi- 
year residency since 2000 until the pandemic hit, 
Rudner is known for her clever and loveable one- 
liners. When she first got into comedy in the early 
1980s, it was a conscious choice. 

“I love comedy and I decided the reason I wanted 
to do it was there weren’t many women,” recalls 
Rudner. “I'd been on Broadway for 11 years doing 
dancing and singing and acting. I was in Annie on 
Broadway. I was 27 and I said, “Well this isn’t getting 
any easier. Let’s try a field that’s not so crowded.’ So 
I started trying to do it.” _ 

- She bet the odds (and on herself) and it paid off. 
Big time. 

HBO specials, 10 television specials, Carnegie 
Hall, sold out shows and then she earned the jack- 
pot — a longstanding residency in Las Vegas, where 
she received numerous accolades over the years, 
selling more than 2 million tickets and racking in 
a gross of over $100 million to become the longest 
running solo female comedy show in the history of 
Las Vegas. 

Despite her fame and success, Rudner is remark- 
ably down to earth. She loves her house and says she 
“really enjoys walking my dog” or “sitting on the bed 
with my dog.” She likes to play tennis. She’s taken 


up cooking. She swims every day. And like most 


parents, the empty nest syndrome is real for her. 
“Every stage is good. I’m glad I stopped being one 
of the bedraggled parents holding the heavy things 
— all the parents are pushing and holding and all 
the kids are going, ‘Hurry up!” 
These days Rudner seems to be enjoying life, beth 
at home and on the road, post-Vegas. 

“I had two contracts. I had one contract that got 
cancelled and they gave me another contract and 
that got cancelled during the second year of the pan- 
demic, and during that time I just realized I didn’t 


want to work like that anymore. We didn’t sell our’ 


house in Vegas till this past January and we moved 
permanently to California (near Laguna Beach), and 
I’m just having lot of fun — I’m doing one-nighters,” 


says Rudner, who is celebrating 35 years of marriage 


to Martin Bergman, an Englishman with a sketch 


comedy and television background from Cambridge 


‘University, with whom she frequently collaborates, 


writing plays and films. 

The author of five books, Radner says she began 
writing her memoir during the pandemic after she 
“grew tired of doing crossword puzzles.” She started 
where she always starts with her material — from 


the truth, writing about her family and “lots of — 


things that have happened to me that nobody knows 
about.” Like the fact that 13 years ago, during her 


Las Vegas residency, she was diagnosed with stage - 


3 uterine cancer. 

“That was a tough time and that’s all in the book,” 
recalls Rudner. “That was tricky because I didn’t 
want to say anything because it’s very hard to laugh 
at somebody who says, ‘A funny thing happened to 
me on the way to chemotherapy” — so I kept that 
quiet and I had some female advocates who were 
the talent booker and the head of the casino and 
everybody just kind of rallied with me, and when I 


wasn’t feeling well I didn’t have to do my show and - 


I ended up doing three shows a week instead of six 
for a while, but nobody really noticed, and I wore a 
wig and I got through it.” 

Comedy is hard and making people laugh when 
you are going through something so serious cer- 
tainly has its challenges. 

“There were nights when I just wanted to run off 
stage, I was so sick. I said to my doctor, ‘Should I 
just stop doing shows?’ and he said, “That’s what’s 
going to get you through it — you are going to have 
to do things.” 

Rudner is doing things. She loves to shop. She and 
her husband “like playing golf and complaining why 
we are so bad at golf.” And yes, she is doing a lot of 
gigs across the country at her own pace. 

What's it like being on the road again and tour- 
ing? 

“Oh it’s so much fun,” says Ruder “What’s great 
about being a performer that’s kind of well known is 
people come to see you and they know what they’re 
coming to see, and they respond accordingly. The 
hardest shows for me to do are when I do either 
charity shows or corporations — because those are 
people who come for different reasons, so those are 
a bit tricky.” 

She’s looking forward to the Labor Day show at 
WHBPAC, where she has performed in the past. 

“I love it,” says Rudner, adding, “It’s a New York 
audience, what could be bad?” 

Well, one thing about her visit to the Hamptons is 
a little disappointing, confesses Rudner. 


“I'm a little upset because my favorite store was

Calypso and it closed, Calypso went out of business. 
Anything I like goes out of business — I bought a 
really nice skirt there,” she says, wistfully. 

_ (When Rudner sees how Westhampton Beach has

Whether shopping or slaying an audience, Rud- 
ner has her game face on. 
“Everybody is so ready to be entertained,” she 
says. “Everybody has been cooped up ... we are in 
the sweet spot now right between COVID and mon- 


keypox, so we've got to go out there — we’ve got to 


laugh.”

ack in the 1950s when Abstract Expressionism 

was blooming on the East End and beginning 
to boom around the world, Lee Krasner, Elaine de 
Kooning and Helen Frankenthaler were among the 
more prominent women in the movement. 

Two were also married to among the “most” 
prominent, and one dated a critic key to the move- 
ment. A new play by a former East Hampton resi- 
dent lets the three women speak again and shine, as 
we hear their voices and get a look into their lives. 

Krasner was a painter and was married to Jack- 
son Pollock, whose career she helped advance. 
Along with being a painter, de Kooning was married 
to Willem de Kooning. Frankenthaler dated critic 
Clement Greenberg, who embraced the movement. 


Prasad Paul Duffy, a playwright, director and . 


former East Hampton resident, has written Strokes 
of Genius focusing on the three women, their work, 
worries, wishes and balancing act in a movement 
and art world then dominated by males. 

Strokes of Genius, which he is also directing, is 
set in Greenwich Village and Springs, and is debut- 
ing at Theater for the New City’s Dream Up Festival 
September 13-18 in the East Village. 

Susan Hochtman plays Krasner, Olivia Jampol 
plays Frankenthaler and Corinne Britti plays Elaine 
de Kooning. . 

“Originally, I wrote it as a six-character play with 
the three women and their three famous male part- 
ners,” Duffy said. “Last year, I decided to abstract it 
and I cut the men from the play. I opened it up to tell 
the story exclusively through the women’s point of 
view.” ; 

That doesn’t mean the male artists have been ex- 
cluded; but the play is about three female (not exactly 
“hidden”) figures finding their voices and identity, 
and helping create a movement. 

“The men are part of it. They talk to them offstage. 
They talk about them,” Duffy continued. “They were 
heavily influenced by them and were in love with 
them.” 

Duffy is directing the show, the latest effort in a ca- 
reer spanning writing and direction. He has directed 
various plays such as Bullpen by Dennis Watlington 
starring Giancarlo Esposito and Wendell Pierce (of 
The Wire), and When the Chickens Come Home to 
Roost, Laurence Holder’s play about Malcolm X. 

“It’s really about these women empowering them- 
selves to pursue their dream, never giving up until 
they were recognized with retrospectives before 
and after their death,” he said. 

The play mixes the women’s words with the play- 
wright’s, creating a kind of collage of conversations 
that follow their own trajectory in a plot that tells 
the tale of a time and of their lives. 

“I culled from interviews and random quotes and 
I finessed them into scenes, imagining the dialogue 
between these women when they were hanging

out,” Duffy said. “They tell their stories through 
monologues, their exact words. That’s where I was 
writing it as an Abstract Expressionist playwright. I 
abstracted their words into a funny, emotional play 
about these three maverick women artists.” 


Duffy sees the East End, also a character along 


with Greenwich Village, as providing the peace and 
quiet that let these artists’ minds run wild. 

“You could say that being in the Hamptons in- 
spired their work,” Duffy said. “They needed to get 
out of the claustrophobic intensity of New York City.” 

The Pollocks and the de Koonings, Duffy said, are 
“part of the Hamptons historyand Greenwich Vil- 
lage history,” noting Frankenthaler often visited the 
Pollocks. The play, while covering a wider span, is 
framed around the Ninth Street Art Show. 

“The downtown artists shifted the focus from 
Paris to New York,” Duffy said of the art show where 
Elaine de Kooning was a key organizer. “Modern art 
wouldn’t have happened the sd it did if that show 
hadn’t happened.” 

Duffy, whose research included biographies and 
interviews, believes Krasner, for instance, was cru- 
cial in advancing her husband's painting career. 

“She helped make him a household name. He was 
on the cover of Life magazine,” he said. “He helped 
launch the Abstract Expressionist movement. She 
as a woman was struggling for her work to be recog- 
nized alongside the men.” 

Krasner, he said, is more conservative, while 
Elaine de Kooning “is more progressive or flamboy- 
ant with her sexuality.” 

“They are frenemies, because their husbands are 


rivals/colleagues, being the two top Abstract Ex- 
presssionists of their day,” he said. 

The dialogue at one point crystalizes the paradox 
of trying to advance their painting career and those 
of their spouse. 

“You know what eqs say, ‘Behind every great man 
is a greater woman,” Lee Krasner says in the play. 

“Yeah, that’s because we have to help hold them 
up, because they’re too drunk to Liscaee Elaine de 
Kooning replies. 

The play tells a story of artists and a particular 
time. “At the end of the play, the three women re- 
alize they have more in common than differences,” 
Duffy said. 

East Enders interested in this subject can visit the 
Pollock-Krasner House and Study Center, a national 
historic landmark, in East Hampton. But the play 
shows these three artists, alive again in part in their 
words, navigating the art world and life. 

“It’s really about these women empowering them- 
selves to pursue their dream, never giving up until 
they were recognized with retrospectives before 
and after their death,” Duffy said. “Their work is 
worth millions.”

s Labor Day approaches, summer in the Hamptons 
draws to a close, but that also means the selling season 
typically heats up again. It has been a difficult few 
months with inflation rising, and subsequently interest 
rates as well. There is a definite real estate market slowdown from 
the frenzy of the COVID-19 pandemic. Prices have remained at all- 
time highs, but the number of days that listings are on the market 
has grown. As we head into the fall selling season, we asked some 
of the top agents in the Hamptons and North Fork what advice they 
have for buyers in today’s market. Do buyers need to adjust their 
purchase goals? Or do sellers need to get more realistic about pricing? 


Adrianna Nava 
COMPASS 


Buyers should not be scared to act 
when they find the property 
that meets their needs and, 
especially, wants. Inventory, 
though increasing, remains 
low relative to a_ stable 
marketplace and it could 
be a while before something 
just like that one you wanted 
is available for sale. Sellers who 
have timing goals should set realistic 
pricing based on recently sold comparable 

properties. The Hamptons is a unique real estate market because 
there is often a value placed on the enjoyment of the property and 
this is a subjective value. The best strategy for buyers and sellers 
in a transitioning marketplace is to listen to the feedback and be 
willing to compromise with the other party when necessary.

Due to many circumstances — 
many of which you highlight 
— the Hamptons real estate 
markets took a well-deserved 
summer vacation. After the 
two-plus years of frenetic 
pace due to the pandemic, 
sales trends seem to have 
fallen back into a familiar 
rhythm. July historically is the 
second slowest month — second only to 

January — but come the second week of August, open houses see 
better attendance and sales appointments are being followed by 
offers to purchase. The sheer volume of transactions fueled by 
the pandemic is behind us, yet the significantly low inventory 
in many markets is helping to stabilize prices. Buyers and 
sellers are both feeling the transition from a powerful sellers’ 
market to a more balanced market. Sellers: It’s important to 
keep apprised of post-COVID deals when pricing. You still need 
to make your home as attractive as possible to maximize your 
return — most buyers wish to walk in with their toothbrush — 
so making it buyer-ready is optimum. Buyers: More inventory 
does ordinarily hit our markets this time of year, but beware. . . 
you re not the only buyer at the table. Unless of course, you are 
looking at homes at $100 million. Remember: The only thing 
constant is change!

Don't be discouraged by 
negotiations and_ time-to- 
contract taking longer than 
expected — many sellers 
are having to reset their 
expectations in terms of 
where the market is now 
versus where it was even 
just four to five months ago. 
What used to be two to three 
days to contract is now two to three 
weeks, sometimes longer. Your agent, alongside the seller’s 
agent, should be able to navigate these discussions based 
on market data — which is readily available for everyone to 
see. But, don’t sit on the sidelines waiting for prices to drop 
significantly — we’re moving towards a new norm but that 
doesn’t mean 2018/19 prices at all. Furthermore, demand still 
has not caught up with supply, so we're still seeing multiple 
bid scenarios. Make the offer — or someone else will.

Buyers reading national news and 
anticipating dramatic price 
drops might need to adjust 
their expectations. While 
inventory is ticking up slowly, 
demand is still outpacing 
supply. Bidding war activity 
has scaled back, but we are 
still seeing competition for 
prime properties in top-notch 
locations. Buyers remember: if you 
do fall in love with a property that has just come on the market, 
chances are someone else will feel the same way, so be ready 
to move quickly. That means having finances in order and 
being educated about the market. See everything you can so 
you understand value and can feel confident about pulling the 
trigger when the right one shows up. All-cash is always best, 
but if you're planning to finance, consider putting down a larger 
cash deposit and definitely have a pre-approval ready. Try to 
make a clean offer with no contingencies and be flexible with 
closing dates and terms to attract the seller towards your deal. I 
would caution sellers against the aspirational pricing that might 
have worked during the COVID frenzy. Most buyers are eager 
but are no longer willing to overpay.

As summer comes to a close, 
everyone is hoping more 
inventory will come _ to 
market; supply is one major 
challenge we have faced over 
the last few months. For 
buyers, I recommend they 
be prepared to move quickly 
when a property comes on 
the market and to have all their 
finances in order while also having 
started a conversation with a local attorney. I also recommend 
buyers present all-cash offers with no financial contingencies 
when possible, keeping in mind that they can always finance 
at the closing. For sellers, I strongly recommend bringing a 
property to market which is priced to sell, and not some inflated 
figure. Most buyers are well-educated on pricing, comps and 
if the house was recently purchased during the pandemic. A 
buyer is not going to pay a premium in this market and my goal 
is to educate a seller so their property moves quickly during the 
sales process.

My advice to. buyers: stay 
optimistic. There is a house 
for you in the Hamptons 
whether it is already built 
or in construction. Find a 
broker you like to guide 
you through the process. 
Keep an open mind about 
what you will look at. Buyers 
absolutely do not need to 
adjust their purchase goals. 
It is still a market where demand 

exceeds supply. The idea of trying to “steal” a property 
is probably unrealistic. Be diligent in your search. Let 
your broker know everything you see online to get their 
opinion. View a variety of options in person — you may 
find such homes exceed your expectations from what you 
see online. Sellers should study the actual inventory that 
sold recently and take a pricing cue from that. Give real 
thought about what it would take for you to accept an offer. 
If your price is light-years away from that figure, perhaps 
adjust your expectations. If you are not getting showings 
or offers, you probably overshot the mark. The market is 
very efficient. It will guide you to the right price if you pay 
attention and have the right broker.

With the market frenzy due to 
COVID behind us, there is 
definitely a different climate 
in real estate. Although we 
have a lot more inventory 
than we did during that time, 
we are still under availability. 
In a normal market, we would 
see almost 300 homes on the 
market. During COVID, we were 
in the 20s. Now we are a little above 

60 homes on the market in Hampton Bays. We still have a lot of 
activity with buyers. I think this is because they are trying to get 
in before rates go even higher. We do see price adjustments in the 
market but not extreme ones. I feel that sellers should consider 
offers when they come in lower than list price. We are not getting 
a high volume of over-ask offers since interest rates have gone 
up. I also feel buyers should seriously consider purchasing now 
rather than later because interest rate increases will likely be 
much greater than any decrease in home prices in the Hamptons.

The number of available 
properties in their price range that fit the 
bill could be counted on one hand. But 
real estate duo Ann Ciardullo and Keith 
Green found the buyers a Water Mill home, 
orchestrated the purchase and got them 
settled — all within the time limit. 

Given the buyers’ rushed decision, 
however, the agents were not surprised to 
get a call afew months later: the family just 
didn’t love the property. 

“We worked with them to figure out what 
their next move would be,” Green says. 
“We asked them what they thought would 
truly elevate their lives in the Hamptons.” 
It turned out that the buyers had fallen in 
love with boating and wanted to be closer 
to the marinas and, above all else, they felt 
isolated in Water Mill and had a fantasy of 
being able to walk places. 

“We helped them put together a deal on 
one of the most exciting compounds either 
of us had ever seen, right in the heart of 
East Hampton,” Green says. “Now, they’re 
walking to restaurants, shopping, their 
personal trainer.....and loving life.” 

For Ciardullo and Green, therein lies the 
joy of their job.

Ciardullo and Green are top-performing 
agents at Sotheby’s International Realty. 
In recent years, as the Hamptons has 
transitioned to a four-season community, 
Ciardullo and Green have helped their 
clients make the most of the year-round 
opportunities here. 

With people spending more time in their 
Hamptons homes, they are looking for one 
or two more rooms than in the past. Not 


just more square footage, but more rooms: 


offices, playrooms, media centers, even 
outdoor rooms like outdoor kitchens. “We 
tell everybody that if you’re going to invest 
in creating a life in the Hamptons, go for it 


in every way you can,” Ciardullo says. 

Ciardullo and Green like to think that 
they literally do “whatever it takes” to 
help their clients. Recently, a resolutely 
independent woman with a 3-year-old 
daughter was looking for a home that would 
give her “every amenity imaginable to thrill 
her child not just now, but for many years 
to come,” Green says. “We listened hard, 
we worked hard, and we made the decision 
that there wasn’t a house on the market that 
satisfied her criteria.” 

The agents encouraged her to purchase a 
new construction that was about to be built, 
so she could put her mark on the property 


as it came out of the ground. The space that 
was intended to be a formal dining room 
was reimagined as “the greatest playroom 
ever built.” Ciardullo and Green encouraged 
their client to take what was supposed to 
be a first floor bedroom and repurpose the 
space as a library/retreat for herself, where 
she could work, think or meditate. “Ann and 
Tare thrilled that she’s now in her home, and 
the property fits her and her daughter like a 
glove,” Green says. 

A couple from Chicago came to Ciardullo 
and Green with an urgent need to invest 
quickly inarental property to complete a1031 
exchange.

They also ardently support local charities, 
especially the Ellen Hermanson Foundation, 
for which Ciardullo serves as vice president 
of the board. The couple’s summer weekends 
are filled with fundraisers for local 
organizations. 

Green and Ciardullo publish a monthly 
newsletter, which talks about their favorite 
restaurants, farm stands, beaches, concerts, 
charities and upcoming events. “We have 
gotten more positive feedback on our 
newsletter than anything we have ever 
done,” Green says. “] think it’s because we’re 
making suggestions to help people make 
their lives in the Hamptons more rich, more 
full. That’s really what we love doing.”

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ead east on the North 
Fork to discover 
not only the quaint 
hamlet of Orient but 
also a small linen and 
home goods _ store, 
where the hum of a 
sewing machine can often be heard as the 
wooden screen door opens and shuts. 

Like the Village Lane store and its hand- 
sewn tea towels and manufactured quilts, 
the area is alla throwback, one that the next 
generation is enthusiastically embracing. 

“It looks very frozen in time,” says Janet 
Markarian, who started Orient Linen Co. 
more than 20 years ago, joined recently by 
daughter Abigail Collier. 

For as long as Collier can remember, her 
mother had the store in a space attached to 
their house, which was a barber shop in the 
19th century. 

Though Collier picked up_ knitting 
and crocheting as a child and sold woven 
potholders outside the store, she took a 
very different career. She spent four years 
producing television news on the overnight 
shift at CBS News before covering domestic 
politics for The Recount, a digital news 
outlet. 

After two years working remotely in 
Orient during the COVID-19 pandemic, she 
decided to quit her media job and join her 
mother’s business. 

“My eyes would just hurt so much from 
looking at screens all day,” Collier says of her 
former career. During the pandemic, she fell 
in love with “the tactile experience of just 
putting down [the] screens and selling,” she 
says. 

“During the pandemic we didn’t have 
much to do,” she continues. “And so mom 
got out the Featherweight [sewing machine] 
and taught me how to sew, and I just sewed 
linen napkins for the shop. And then I sort of 
graduated to the Juki because it was faster,” 
she says of the industrial sewing machine. 
“As soon as she taught me, I just couldn’t 
stop.” 

Markarian has a long background in 
textiles, weaving and printing. 

She majored in photography at the 
Rochester Institute of Technology in the 
19708, which led to studying photography at 
Penland School of Craft, in North Carolina, 
where she recalls she ended up spending 
the whole time in the weaving studio. She 
had always done needlework as a child, and 
she and her sister had made a lot of their 
own clothes growing up in Stony Brook, but 
being in a weaving studio seemed to ignite a 
passion.

She went on to get a master’s degree 
in textile design and textile history, and 
received a Fulbright-Hays grant to study 
pre-Columbian, Andean textiles in Ecuador. 
She then taught weaving and textile history 
at The School of Art Institute of Chicago. 

“I worked for quite a few years as a 
conservator at the Metropolitan Museum 
of Art, repairing and reweaving, and I did a 
lot of tapestry weaving and hands-on work,” 
says Markarian. “I still love to sew. When I 
have nothing to do, I still sit down and sew. 
It’s just relaxing.” 

In the late 1990s, her family, including 
a kindergarten-aged Abigail, moved from 
Brooklyn to China where her then-husband 
took a position in finance. 

“I found myself as an expatriate wife 
in Hong Kong with nothing to do but play 
tennis — and I wasn’t very good at that,” 
Markarian remembers. 

Around the same time, they purchased 
the house in Orient with the old barber shop 
attached to it. “So I suddenly had a store — 
I wasn’t really looking for a store, but the 
house came with one,” she said. 

They were traveling a lot between Hong 
Kong and mainland China and at that time, 
she says it was much easier to produce 
handmade goods in mainland China, which 
led to an idea: To opena linen store in Orient, 
New York in the summers. 

She decided to call it Orient Linen 
Company, “which was funny because we 
were in the Orient and it was Orient,” she 
says. She came up with the red rooster logo 
— “that’s a sort of iconic American image, 
but also it has a lot of significance in China,” 
where it symbolizes good fortune. 

Soon, Markarian began designing and 
manufacturing her own line of textiles. She 
started out with quilts, then baby quilts 
and baby bibs. “I started finding Chinese 
factories and making linens in China and 


exporting them back to the store in the 
summer. And I did, at that time, a lot of 
hand quilting because hand quilting was 
doable in China at that point, and some hand 
embroidery.” 

After the September 11, 2001, terrorist 
attacks, it became increasingly difficult to 
import even small quantities of goods from 
China, so she began making more items 
stateside. Except for one quilt, everything is 
now made in America, with much of it being 
made right in the shop on the North Fork. 

Markarian designs or handpicks each 
of the products in the store. While they 
sell various household items, like soap, 
everything they make — from tea towels 
to tote bags, aprons to shower curtains 
— is 100% linen or cotton and is machine 
washable. 

The shop is packed full of household 
items, from their signature 100% cotton blue 
and white striped ticking napkins, woven 
with twill, to linen aprons adorned with a 
single rooster on the chest, or a bistro apron 
that ties just at the waist. Many customers 
are looking for a housewarming gift, they 
Say. 

Other items include a hand brush for 
cleaning vegetables, a Maldon salt & weck 
jar and a masonry brush. 

Quilts are stacked in old-fashioned linen 
laundry baskets on wheels. Linen shower 
curtains and aprons hang from hooks on 
the walls. Prices are handwritten on a 
chalkboard behind the counter. 

When Markarian moved full-time to 
Village Lane in 2005, she got into real estate, 
mainly because customers at the shop were 
always asking her about summer rentals and 
the like. She joined Daniel Gale Sotheby’s 
International Realty as an agent, and “the 
linen store became a licensed satellite office 
for Daniel Gale Sotheby’s,” she says with a 
laugh. A summer rentals sign dangles just 


beneath the streetside Orient Linen Co. 
rooster sign. 

“I've been juggling two hats for years, 
running the store and running my real 
estate business. Then, when Abby came 
home for two years, working remotely for 
COVID, alight bulb went off in her head that, 
like many people, she had that COVID pivot 
where she felt that she wanted to do this,” 
Markarian says. 

“I’m thrilled because I’ve always felt it 
could go to the next level, but I never really 
had the time. I always had to do the real 
estate. So, Abigail is taking the reins and I 
think, already, taking it to the next level that 
I always wanted to see it become.” 

Collier has taken over running the store 
and managing the business side, while also 
launching the Orient Linen Co. website for 
online retail, plus curating the social media 
content at @orientlinencompany. 

She is using her executive skills from 
television production to further the 
business. Her mother says they make “a very 
good team because I am not at all good at the 
paperwork,” and she points to Collier having 
already put together a website — “I could 
never figure that out.” 

But, Markarian says, “I’m still the head of 
the design division.” 

Both Markarian and Collier stay busy 
at the sewing machines to keep up with 
demand. 

Orient Linen Co. has had “a real core of 
followers,” Markarian says, while continuing 
to produce many of the same items for the 
last two decades. 

“Mom has a lot of old customers, though, 
that live in New York and call us. Every 
time they know a baby that’s born, we send 
out a baby quilt for them,” Collier says. “So

I’ve noticed, now that I’m newly joining the 
business, that there are customers that she’s 
had since 2001 who still call her, still make 
the drive.” 

“We keep the colors really simple,” 
Markarian explains. “Ticking is a_ big 
constant. Blue pillow ticking is something 
I’ve always used. Neutrals, naturals, linens.” 

When she was living in China, she created 
a lot of patterns, but doesn’t do much of that 
anymore. “I work mostly with linen that we 
source out of an American company, but it’s 
woven, a lot of Eastern European linen — 
a lot of simple, easygoing, easy-to-match 
fabrics.” 

A white quilt, offered in a baby size 
through king, is one of their most popular 
designs. It is quilted in China because it 
utilizes a cotton batting that they have not 
been able to source in the United States. 
They trim it in the shop with custom twill 
tape. 

Meanwhile, a quilted throw is quilted on 
Long Island and then finished in the shop 
as well. “We work with a machine quilter on 
Long Island who has actual machines that 
go back to World War II,” Markarian says. 
“Theyre not computerized, they are narrow, 
mechanical quilters. So we’re starting to 
do some of our striped linen throws again, 
which were always popular.” 

The mother-daughter team is 
branching out with new products. 

“We get our greatest ideas from our 
customers,” Markarian says. “Someone 
came in today and Abby was working with 
them, and they said, ‘Do you make cocktail 
napkins?’ And it’s like the fourth person 
that’s asked us that. So we’re going to start 
making cocktail napkins.” 

This year, Orient Linen Co. offered linen 
beach towels that were very popular, and 
they partner with an old American company 
from Massachusetts on canvas bags that are 
strong and water-resistant, perfect for the 
beach, shopping or just about anything.

Markarian does a surprising amount 
of sewing. “One of the things I like to do is 
fool around and invent a new product,” she 
says. “In order to be a good designer, you 
have to know how to make something. You 
can’t design textiles if you don’t know how to 
make them.” 

“I have a Srommeter and we work with 
this narrow linen, and | figured out last 
week how to make an apron out of it without 
cutting, just by folding it,” she says. 

“The problem now,” says Collier, “is that 
she'll make one thing — like she made one 
apron recently out of couche fabric — a bread- 
baking couche fabric — and one person 
bought it, and then three people came in 
the store the next few days asking for it. She 
sews more than even she would like because 
then she had to make four aprons.” 

But, it doesn’t feel like work to her. 

“One of the reasons we have the sewing 
machine in the store is we’re not just sitting 
there watching the store, we’re usually 
making something,” Markarian says. 

The shop is right off Markarian’s kitchen. 
“I can see the store from my stove. I can be 
baking or whatever. It’s very much part of 
the house, which is incredibly convenient. I 
never feel like I have to go to the store, it’s 
just part of the house.” 

Their cat, Mr. Hughes, also frequents the 
store. 

There is a little barn in the backyard, an 
old carriage house that they are converting 
into a cutting room. “I used that room in 
the past and now since Abby’s joining, I’m 
cleaning the barn out for her office and a 
design lab.” 

Collier is honing her skills and says she 
has “a long way to go,” but “I wake up every 
morning and make a napkin while | drink 
my coffee.” She adds, “I really enjoy sewing, 
and joining the company has really come 
from just a love of being a craftsman. 

“It’s this really wonderful thing that I 
share with my mom.”

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Grounds for Beauty at the Hampton 
Classic Horse Show

he Hampton Classic 
Horse Show hosts 
more than 1,400 horses 
and riders and 50,000 
spectators for. ..the 
highly-acclaimed, end- 
of-summer competition, 
one of the largest shows in the United States. 
The show started last week on manicured 
showgrounds and when it culminates 
on Sunday, the Grand Prix tent will be 
decorated to the nines with beautiful floral 
centerpieces. 

Flower deliveries for a party are one thing, 
but maintaining 65 acres of showgrounds is 
another endeavor. What many don’t realize 
is that keeping the show grounds in blue- 
ribbon shape is a year-round effort. 

“There’s a different look to a place that has 
established plants, where it almost looks 
like it should be there,” says Kate Soroka, 
the assistant site manager, who with David 
Dimijian, the site manager, is among those 
who work hard year after year on the Snake 
Hollow Road property in Bridgehampton. 

“We have the ability, because we’re here 
all year long, to have an established look to 
the horse show, and then we add a lot of the 
luxury and color pops the week before.” she 
says, noting that it is enabled by a partner- 
ship with Marders, the landscaping firm 
located just down the block. 

Now in their 46th year, the horse show 
grounds improve each year on a founda- 
tion laid by Agneta Currey, a board member 
for nearly three decades and former chair- 
woman. Currey and her husband, Brown- 
lee O. Currey Jr., were among the Classic’s 
longest-standing sponsors. 

The couple owned many successful hunt- 
ers and jumpers. Most notably they were 
part owners of the thoroughbred mare, 
Touch of Class, whom Joe Fargis rode to 
double gold medals at the 1984 Olympic 
Games. 

Currey headed the original “flower com- 
mittee,” bringing color and beauty to the 
show grounds in the late 1980s and ’9os. 

“There’s a lot of influence of Agneta 
around,” Soroka says. Currey, who passed 
away in 2020, had been an active volunteer 
since 1977 and worked closely with Conrad

Homfeld, an Olympic champion and long- 
time course designer. “Together they had a 
lot of passion for flowers,” Soroka says. 

Soroka’s connection with the Hampton 
Classic goes back to 1994 as her mother 
worked at the show in various capacities. 
She got a summer job at the show later in 
the ’90s and has been working full-time for 
the Classic for 10 years. 

Over the years, she enjoyed Currey’s visits 
to the Classic, walking the grounds with her 
and hearing her recommendations. Soroka 
remembers how she loved knockout roses 
and color. 

“You never knew when she was here,” So- 
roka recalls. “She would just roll up, you'd 
see her car and you knew she was wander- 
ing somewhere in Hunter 1 or in the Grand 
Prix Ring, just looking to see what had come 
back.” 

Upon Currey’s retirement, the horse show 
named the Boutique Garden after her. The 


Agneta Currey Boutique Garden holds over 
7o vendors during the show, making it one 
of the most traversed areas on the show 
grounds. 

“The pristine and immaculate look of 
the horse show grounds and vendor areas 
is due primarily to Agneta’s direction and 
personal involvement,” executive director 
Shanette Barth Cohen said of the 2018 deci- 
sion. “We think the naming of the Boutique 
Garden in her honor is a most fitting way to 
ensure that she remains part of the Hamp- 
ton Classic forever.” 

The look has remained that of an estab- 
lished Southampton estate. It is important 
to Homfeld, Soroka says, to keep the aes- 
thetic of the Hamptons gardens. 

But the show crew is not tending to the 
acreage in the same way that a landscaping 
crew would be at Hamptons homes. 

“When I go to fertilize, I’m not fertilizing 
in the spring.” Soroka says. “Those flowers

need to hold off blooms as long as possible. 
It’s hard to get beautiful, hot-color flow- 
ers to bloom at the end of August and stay. 
That’s always a big thing. When we were do- 
ing the live planters, it’s not what’s going to 
bloom in July, it’s what’s going to bloom on 
that cusp of late summer and fall. 

“We want everything to wait until late Au- 
gust and that’s asking a plant a lot.” she says 
with a laugh. 

She also feels sometimes bigger-leafed 
plants and flowers and more foliage were 
better suited for the rings, since small flow- 
ers cannot be seen from afar. 

There are special considerations for deco- 
rating the rings with the safety of the horses 
and riders a primary concern. “It’s not just 
about making it look pretty. It’s also about 
functionality with the horses, especially.” 

What will be affected by the wind and 
blow over is a logistical concern so as not to 
spook the horses. 

Since the crew is responsible for a large 
property, “We try to be, what I’m gonna 
consider, pollinator-friendly,” Soroka says. 

Soroka says the Classic has “amazing 
flowers” all year long and in each season, 
providing for the different birds and polli- 
nators, such as lavender that is in full bloom 
in June. “There’s not a whole lot of land left 
on the East End, so it’s nice to have this land 
to help with that.” 

She works closely with Silas Marder, 
who is also a board member at the Classic. 
“Marders really brings the show to life with 
their inventory,” she says, adding that the 
Marders team’s creativity and ability cre- 
ates a welcoming atmosphere with plants 
and trees. 

“In Hunter 1, they take the rose-of-Sharon 
in the corners and fan out the branches to 
create a new shape, adding a dynamic as- 
pect to the plant making the corners in- 
triguing to look at,” she continues. 

“This year, they have brought plants into 
the Grand Prix Ring including red man- 
devilla and two gorgeous hornbeam trees,” 
Soroka says. “Every year, Silas creates a fai- 
rytale entrance into the main VIP tent in

the Boutique Garden.” 

This year’s Classic marks the debut of a 
new Grand Prix arena, featuring state-of- 
the-art all-weather footing. Because of the 
new footing, Soroka says it is important to 
avoid soil contamination and the Classic 
has moved from heavy soil-based planters 
to silk arrangements. 

Flora Baptiston of Brazil, who is not only 
a Fédération Equestre Internationale (FEI) 
judge, but who has been assisting with the 
course décor at the Olympics, the World 
Games and other top equestrian events, is 
lending a hand in that regard. 

Visitors may notice silk gladiolas, sun- 
flowers and peonies. 

“Flora will come and she'll make arrange- 
ments with the silk flowers and they will 
go amongst the living arborvitae and liv- 
ing privet and living fern,” Soroka says. She 
counts 950 ferns. It’s not as much upkeep as 
it sounds. “They are just here for competi- 
tion,” Soroka explains. 

“But, what’s nice about arborvitae all 
around the property is that they have come

from the rings at some point. We used to get 
140 arborvitaes every year. That’s how we 
kind of started to make up some of these 
lines of arborvitae — reusing, being sus- 
tainable, reusing what we bought,” she says. 

They buy more privet now, for a few rea- 
sons, the deer issue, as well as monoculture, 
“because if one arborvitae gets a disease, 
the rest gets diseases and you don’t neces- 
sarily want to make spraying your go-to. 
You want to see how else you can better the 
landscape,” she says. 

“So we chose to get more privet now and 
we’re able to use the privet from the Grand 
Prix Ring in the fall to underplant and also 
take some of the older privet out from the 
hedges and rejuvenate that. When we're 
buying stuff we really think about how we 
can reuse it.” 

She adds, “Everything has intention.” 

Organically Green Horticultural Servic- 
es, a Classic sponsor, helps Soroka and the 
crew keep the arborvitae and other plants 
and flowers from the deer. 

Sometimes the deer can actually help. So- 
roka points to the hydrangeas by the United 
States Equestrian Team VIP Tent ramp. 
“The deer eat the trunks and it looks great. 
They do a great job!” 

Soroka notes she is anxious about the 
“beautiful pink mallow flowers,” a choice of 
Silas Marders, that have made the Hunter 2 
ring “pop,” she says. “I will not be satisfied 
until Labor Day that the deer won't eat it!” 

It’s a year-round effort. After the show, 
“We turn into 65 acres of grass that needs to 
be mowed. The hedges need to be trimmed.” 

When the Grand Prix winner’s mount 
takes the final gallop around the ring on 
Sunday and the last trailer pulls out of the 
showground on Labor Day, the crew’s off- 
season begins. 

“The grounds get a nice rest until win- 
ter, and we don’t cut anything back until 
spring,” Soroka explains. “It’s like hiberna- 
tion time. I think it’s really actually impor- 
tant for a property like this. 

After all, the Classic grounds will contin- 
ue its legacy for many more years to come.

tand on a dirt lot, and 
envision your dream home. 
Picture a finished product 
with large entertaining 
spaces for summer get- 
togethers and brisk autumn 
nights. Want to be able to 
use the pool in the late afternoon? Perhaps 
the lot with the western-facing backyard is 
better for your build. Don’t like baths? Nix 
the soaking tub in the primary bath. 

It takes some vision and foresight, but 
there are plenty of benefits to buying a 
Hamptons home off floor plans — especially 
in this economic climate. 

“What it allows you to do is to lock in the 
price of your house,” says Steven Dubb, the 
principal at The Beechwood Organization, 
a Jericho-based company founded by his 
father, Michael Dubb, that has built more 
than 7,500 homes in 60 communities across 
the New York metro area since 1985. 

With several successfully completed

“Pre-construction usually has a discount 
to what a finished house would cost. You take 
some of the market risks out of the equation 
when you buy pre-construction, off of floor 
plans. Construction cost inflation has been 
about 3% a month since things started

coming back after the lockdowns,” Dubb 
says. “In a price-conscious world that’s one 
of the biggest benefits of buying off floor 
plans.” 

Buyers also have the opportunity to 
customize their homes. “If there are things 
you want to change, rooms you want to 
add, bathrooms you want to make smaller, 
ceilings that you want to make higher — 
you really get to personalize and customize 
your home as opposed to buying an existing 
home where you're stepping into somebody 
else’s decision,” he says. “When you buy pre- 
construction, you have the opportunity to 
make all those changes, to build it exactly 
the way that you want.” 

Another plus, as opposed to building from 
scratch, is not having to go out and source a

team and deal with all the headaches that 
come with that, from finding tradespeople 
to overseeing the build. 

There is also the benefit of a warranty. 
“New York State has warranties that are 
mandated on new construction and most 
builders, especially Beechwood, exceed 
those state-mandated warranties. That, of 
course, is a lot better than stepping into 
an existing home where problems might 
be hidden, might not pop up for a couple 
of months and you're on the hook for it 
entirely,” Dubb says. “It makes it a little bit 
easier to sleep at night.” 


Record of Success 

Once Beechwood’s two Westhampton 
Beach developments are completed, the 
firm will have created 129 homes on the East 
End. In 2013, the company designed Bishops 
Pond, a 69-home luxury condo community 
in Southampton Village which became the 
fastest-selling community of its kind in the 
Hamptons. Two years later, Beechwood sold 
out 10 townhomes next door, as well as the 
four estate homes built at Bishops Grant on 
North Main Street. 

The development at The Latch won 
design awards for its work at the historic 
main building and adjacent Terry Cottage, 
originally designed by the noted architect 
Stanford White of McKim, Mead & White. 
The 19-condo townhouse community at 
101 Hill Street and the single-family home 
at 109 Hill Street ranged in price from $2.6 
million to $7 million.

Westhampton Beach. 

“I think Westhampton is in the middle of 
the resurgence.” says Steven Dubb. “It started 
a couple of years ago and it’s only going to 
continue to grow because Westhampton: 
one, it’s really beautiful, and two, it is so 
much more convenient to get to from parts 
of Long Island and from New York City.” 

For many people who are working hybrid 
work weeks, and who fell in love with being 
in the country during COVID, it’s easier to 
get back and forth to Westhampton from 
the city; it’s only 75 miles east of Midtown 
Manhattan, which cuts down on the traffic 
endured getting to points further east. 
“And, generally, it’s priced less expensive 
than other parts of the Hamptons,” he adds. 


Vision Required 

The Country Pointe Estates are located on 
the former site of Wholistic Tennis Academy 
at 44 Depot Road, within walking distance 
of the Long Island Rail Road Station in 
Westhampton; it’s just a five-minute drive 
to Main Street and Dune Road’s beaches. 
A five-minute drive south is Beechwood’s 
second development, Oneck Landing, 
overlooking Moriches Bay at Oneck Lane 
and Fiske Avenue.

At Country Pointe Estates, the half- 
acre lots feature homes ranging from 2,700 
square feet to 5,900 square feet of living 
space. Asking prices range from $2.1 million 
to more than $3.6 million. 

The Aberdeen is a new model, just added 
to the offering at Country Pointe, featuring 
the same amenities for a buyer who wants 
to entertain, but with fewer bedrooms than 
the Atlantic, Beacon and Commodore homes 
— plus with a better price point. 

Floor plans for all four styles show open- 
concept great rooms and entertainment- 
ready kitchens, first-floor primary 
bedrooms and spacious mudrooms — 
some of the most sought-after features by 
Hamptons homebuyers. Extensive outdoor 
living spaces at each home are connected to 
a pool and a pool house. 

Dubb says most buyers desire finished 
lower levels with space for a pool table, a bar 
with a “man cave” and a gym. 

Prospective buyers are shown floor plans, 
not just on paper but on a large, interactive 
screen at Beechwood’s temporary showroom

at Country Pointe Estates, where they 
can swipe through the different exterior 
and interior designs. (Visitors may even 
forget they are in a trailer, as it’s stylishly 
decorated and well-appointed to reflect the 
houses that will be built!) 

Beechwood is using many of the same 
interior finishes and products that were 
used at The Latch. 

“We’ve got model photography, we 
have samples of materials, and we’ve got 
walkthrough videos that we’re able to show 
prospective purchasers,” he says. “It’s one 
thing to have words on a page describing a 
flooring, it’s another to see a photo of it or to 
be able to pick it up and hold it in your hand.” 

Every house at Country Pointe Estates 
will be unique. 

“One of the hardest things about buying off 
of floor plans is you need to share the vision. 
You need to be able to use your imagination,” 
Dubb says. 

There is a bit of “self-sorting” that goes 
on, Dubb says, because people know they are 
not going to see a finished house before they

make the decision. 

Some people still struggle to 
conceptualize it, while others pick it up right 
away. “We get a lot of buyers who have built 
houses for themselves or who have been 
involved in construction or in renovations in 
their (other) homes.” Dubb says. “Sometimes 
you can see the wheels turning — sometimes 
it's very easy, some people pick it up 
naturally.” 


Getting in Early 

Dubb is excited for the model home, which 
is being framed, to be completed because 
there is still no substitute for being able to 
walk through a space. Of course, there is 
also no guarantee how many homes will be 
available after the model home is finished,

as several lots have already been sold. Its 
anticipated completion date is early spring 
of 2023. 

Buyers looking for value will jump at 
the opportunity to buy in this phase. For 
instance, at Beechwood’s project 
Weddington Glen in Weddington, North 


Carolina, a suburb of Charlotte, 30% of 


the homes available have been sold since 
Beechwood started selling in March. There 
is no model home even under construction 
yet. “It’s entirely off of floor plans and

renderings,” Dubb says. 

Those buyers will be rewarded in the 
long run because they got in at the pre- 
construction prices, and the homes in the 
community are going to be worth more when 
construction is complete, Dubb adds. 

Just like with Country Pointe Estates in 
Westhampton Beach and another ongoing 
project Beechwood has at Oak Ridge in 
Saratoga, the floor plans and architecture 
were designed specifically for that location 
and market. 

So what’s the biggest drawback to buying 
off the floor plan? The lack of immediate 
gratification, Dubb says, as buyers are 
purchasing a house not yet built. “If you buy 
an existing house, you get to move in 30 or 45 
or 60 days. That is not the case when you buy 
pre-construction.” 

As for the developer, offering all that 
customization is a double-edged sword. “We 
throw ourselves at the feet of our buyers. 
When we say we offer customization, we 
mean it. So that means if somebody decides 
that they want to put a special kind of tile 
in their master bathroom, and it’s hard to 
source, we’ve got to go and figure out how to 
source it.” 

Grappling with the supply-chain issues 
and labor shortages is a challenge all 
developers are facing. Dubb reports his 
industry is starting to see the supply issue 
normalize. “When we were building The 
Latch, we were really in the thick of it and 
we managed to get everybody in for the 
summer,” he says.

The latest in a series of Shelter Island transformations is a former bank, now home to new restaurant Léon 1909.

n Shelter Island, first- 
time restaurateur 
Valerie Mnuchin and 
her father Robert 
Mnuchin, the art 
dealer and former 
banker, have opened 
the doors to Léon 1909 which offers a 
Provencal-style menu showcasing peak- 
of-season, regional ingredients in a most 
unexpected place — a former bank. 

The opening is the latest in a series 
of transformations on the small island, 
located between the North and South Forks 
and reachable only by ferry. 

Just down the road on Crescent Beach, the 
Pridwin Hotel reopened earlier this summer 
after a major two-year renovation. The 
Chequit, a 150-year-old hotel and restaurant 
in Shelter Island Heights, just underwent a 
renovation overseen by Stacey Soloviev, in 
partnership with Soloviev Group, the parent 
company of Crossroads America, whose 
CEO is Soloviev’s billionaire ex-husband 


Stefan Soloviev — one of the nation’s largest 
landowners. Stacey has also made several 
other real estate purchases, such as the 
home base of two essential businesses, 
Shelter Island Pharmacy and Jack’s Marine. 
The Ram’s Head Inn also changed hands 
last year. 

Now, it is the Mnuchins’ turn to make 
their Shelter Island debut after a year- 
and-a-half renovation. (Robert’s son and 
Valerie’s half-brother is Steven Mnuchin, 
the Secretary of the Treasury during the 
Trump administration). The Mnuchins are 
longtime East Hampton homeowners, but 
it was Shelter Island where Valerie looked 
to start in the restaurant business. 

“During the early days of quarantine, 
we were spending so much time on Shelter 
Island and absolutely fell in love with it,” 
Valerie Mnuchin says, adding they have 
been longtime visitors — a 1971 photo of her 
as a little girl in her dad’s arms at a Shelter 
Island beach appears prominently on 
the website. 


“The energy of the island reminded us 
of the Riviera and of the open fire, seaside 
experience at La Chaumiere, a restaurant 
we love outside of Nice. We wanted to 
embody that spirit at Léon.” 

“Named after  Valerie’s paternal 
grandfather, whose affinity for romantic 
European adventures and __— seaside 
destinations inform the restaurant’s 
setting, Léon is an inviting homage to the 
past with warm, natural materials and 
nods to unfussy, countryside French and 
Italian fare,” according to the restaurant’s 
website. 

They opened the doors to their much- 
anticipated restaurant at 29 West Neck 
Road in what islanders remember as the 
North Fork Bank and later Capital One. Its 
days as a stodgy bank, built in the 1970s, are 
long gone as the space has been completely 
reimagined. 

Mnuchin was the creative force behind 
the project. She says she knew she wanted 
the space to feel like home, “but without

having to do the dishes.” She worked in 
collaboration with the noted New York City 
architect Robert Kahn, but she is being 
credited with the design. 

“When we first went into the space, it had 
seven-foot popcorn ceilings — not ideal!”

Mnuchin explains, “But we could see the 
capability to open up the space was there. 
We began knocking down the ceilings and 
discovered how open it truly could be. Once 
we got down to the foundation we were 
able to see the possibilities and make it the

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restaurant it is today.” 

Robert Mnuchin says he was steadfast in 
recreating the memories of his time spent 
traveling in France. When they found the 
bank, the family knew this was the perfect 
space for that, which informed much of the 
vibe. 

Old brick was brought in, and wooden 
trusses were exposed so a lofted ceiling 
could set the mood. “We wanted it to feel 
warm and homey, and utilizing brick and 
wood emulated the cozy feel we were 
seeking for Léon 1909,” his daughter says. 

A wood-burning hearth with _ its 
blackened steel hood and soapstone top 
anchors the restaurant, evoking the feel 
of old Europe and helping to transport 
diners to another place. It also inspires the 
Provencal-style menu and — quite literally 
— brings warmth to the large space. 

The 74-seat restaurant features blue 
canvas-upholstered banquette and booth 
seating in the main room with white 
quartered-oak tables made by a millworker 
with family ties to the island. Rattan- 
backed bar seats allow customers to cozy 
up to the generously-sized bar. 

Art by Milton Avery hangs in the dining 
room of the restaurant, a product of 
Robert’s connections to the art world. 

There is also an expansive outdoor 
patio, covered by a pergola and _ lined 
with bluestone aggregate, designed to be 
reminiscent of French seaside terraces, 
despite the inland setting. 

The Mnuchins are no strangers to

major commercial renovations. Robert, a 
former partner at Goldman Sachs, owns 
Mnuchin Gallery in Manhattan, and his 
wife, Adriana, bought Connecticut’s famed 
Mayflower Inn & Spa in 1990, which dates 
to 1894 and had fallen into disrepair. They 
transformed the expansive property, as well 
as adding acreage and a 20,000-square- 
foot spa, creating a five-star getaway. 
While her parents were at the helm of the 
Mayflower renovation, Valerie was at their 
knees, watching, and says she learned a lot 
from the experience. They have since sold 
the business in its entirety. 

Léon’s executive chef Mason Lindahl, 
who used to cook at the popular Diner in 
South Williamsburg, Brooklyn, crafted 
the menu. It includes starters such as 
scallop crudo with buttermilk, pepita and 
lime, and leads to a selection of handmade 
pastas, as well as a fire-kissed main course, 
like striped bass with spicy peperonata, 
Picholine olives and lemon, and grilled 
ribeye served with a generous helping of 
crispy herbed potatoes. 

From the hearth, there are fire-roasted 
clams with fennel sausage, lovage and 
saffron aioli; a slow-fired half-chicken 
with panade and herbed salsa verde; a Léon 
burger with Gruyere, caramelized onions 
and sour pickles; and charbroiled grass-fed 
ribeye with chermoula and crispy herbed 
potatoes. 

The food is complemented by an 
extensive wine list rooted primarily in 
Old World regions while reflecting select 


one of the handmade pasta dishes.

he preservation, history 
and soul of the East 
End have come to a new 
platform. The Hamptons 
is a special place to many, 
and Irwin Levy and 
Esperanza Leon bring

Levy and Leon have a unique take 
for their podcast: they encapsulate the 
Hamptons’ deep-rooted sense of place. 
As two East Hampton residents, Levy and 
Leon have been in the heart of that history 
for years, and they designed this podcast to 
showcase their passion. 

“This place has such a soul and I feel like

Irwin and I both, we see that, and we don’t 
want it to go away,” says Leon. 

Levy, born in Queens and a 35-year 
resident of Great Neck, launched the 
podcast with Leon in May. As the former 
owner of Aladdin Pest Control, Levy sold 
his business to Terminix in January 2021, to 
take on the more relaxed role of consulting. 
Going from working 60 to 65 hours a week, 
he was hesitant to have too much free time. 
“I was never going to be one of these people

every day,” says Levy. Following the sale, 
he made the full-time move out East after 
years of spending weekends there. 

Leon, born in Venezuela, made the move 
to East Hampton at five years old. After 


graduating from the University of Toronto, 
where she studied art history, she moved 
back to Venezuela for five years before 
returning to Wainscott, East Hampton. “I 
moved back here thinking, ‘Well, you know, 
I'll just try it out and maybe I'll go to the 
city or someplace else,’” says Leon. “But I 
remember going down to the beach, and 
sitting on the beach and just saying, ‘Wow, 
I missed this.” 

The co-hosts first connected at Leén’s 
Latin American art and design gallery, 
ARTSOLAR. Leén opened this East 
Hampton space on North Main Street in

Latin America. Levy was a regular client at 
the gallery, and formed a friendship with 
Leon during their conversations about art 
and ideas. 

Eventually, Levy suggested starting a 
podcast with Leon.

Levy’s and Leon’s involvement in their 
community has strengthened over the years. 
They dedicate their time to preserving the 
place that they call home. Levy is president 
of the East Hampton Trails Preservation 
Society and serves on the Springs Citizen 
Advisory Committee and the town’s nature 
preserve committee. He also volunteers 
as a docent at LongHouse Reserve in East 
Hampton and remains involved with the 
library and historical society. 

Leonis the vice chair of the East Hampton 
Town Architectural Review Board — plus she 
has played a huge role in saving the shack 
remains of a historic Wainscott farm from 
demolition. “I suppose that really awakened 
the passion for history and preservation

that I know I’ve always had,” says Leon. 
Considering Leon’s far-away birthplace, 
She has longed to find comfort in new 
places, and the East Hampton community 
has provided her with that. 

“Kast Hampton is a real love for me.” she 
says. 

Leon and Levy’s journey continues with 
episodes released every other week and 
they tease their episodes as well as impart 
some historical nuggets on their Instagram 
page @ourhamptonspodcast. At the root of 
it all is their everlasting love for this part of 
the island. 

“We're not academics, were not 
historians, we’re not celebrity/billionaire 
stalkers, we’re just two people who love this 
place,” says Levy.

circa-1838 home once 
owned by renowned 
Abstract Expressionist 
artist Nicolas Carone 
is on the market for the 
asking price of $1.745 
million. 

Located on Three Mile Harbor-Hog Creek 
Road in Springs and across from Three Mile 
Harbor, the one-acre property includes a 
1,400-square-foot three-bedroom, three- 
and-a-half bathroom cottage and an 
accessory structure, which Carone used as 
a Studio. 

Though the home has had several owners 
over the years, this is the first time in almost 
a century that it’s officially on the market, 
explains listing agent Rebekah C. Baker, 
of Sotheby’s International Realty, whose 
husband Tom Burke owns the home. 

Burke bought it from the family of 
Herb Hirsch, a friend and attorney who 
specialized in corporate and art law, who 
died in 2015. Hirsch had purchased _ it

directly from Carone in 1965, and used it as 
a summer home for his family. 

In the six-plus years he’s owned the home, 
Burke has put on a new cedar shingled roof 
and added central air, put in a new well and 
septic system, and updated the electric. 

“The mechanicals and the structural 
integrity have been reinforced and worked 
on,” says Baker. 


Artist At Work and Home 

In 1953, famed Abstract Expressionist 
artists Jackson Pollock and Lee Krasner, 
whose home/studio was on nearby Springs 
Fireplace Road, saw the house and called 
Carone, who'd been renting a place in the 
area. 

At the time, Jackson and Krasner were 
acting as unofficial real estate agents for 
their artist friends in the city, notes Frank 
Messina, who is writing the biography 
Shadowed Master: The Nicolas Carone Story, 
which will be published next year. 

“It was also a time when Pollock had 


become reclusive,” Messina says. “But he 
particularly adored Carone and cherished 
the idea of having him nearby.” 

In 1954, Carone moved into the home 
with his wife Adele Bishop and their twin 
boys Christian and Claude, and with an 
assist from Pollock, built the studio out of 
a former chicken coop, lining the floor with 
brick and installing cedar planks and a 
wood-burning stove for the winter months, 
says Messina. 

Born in 1917, Carone was part of the New 
York School of Abstract Expressionists. He 
produced some of his most iconic works at 
the East Hampton studio, including the four- 
part “Psychomachia” series, notes Messina. 
“Psychomachia II” hangs in the permanent 
collection of the Whitney Museum of 
American Art; “Psychomachia IV” is at the 
NSU Art Museum in Fort Lauderdale. Other 
notable Carone works, Messina says, are 
“Threshold, 1957” and “Nuptial Waters.” 

“The location is also where Carone made 
dozens of colorful abstract works on paper,

mounted on panels, many of which were 
exhibited at the Pollock-Krasner House and 
Study Center in 2013 for the show, Nicolas 
Carone: The East Hampton Years,” says 
Messina. “Most anything made in the years 
1954-1964 was done at the studio at Three 
Mile Harbor Road.” 

After Carone split up from his wife, 
he moved back to New York City and in 
1964, rented the house to fellow Abstract 
Expressionist Willem de Kooning, who 
resided there while his studio on Woodbine 
Drive in Springs was being completed, 
before selling it to Hirsch a year later. 


The Artists’ Touch 

Carone’s wife, who owned Lord & Bishop, 
a custom decorative stenciling business, left 
her mark on the cottage with stencils that 
still decorate the walls of the house and, 
notably on the stairs, which ascending spell 
out the lyrics to the traditional song, “Home 
Sweet Home.” 

Because of its artistic provenance, the 
house is historically protected, notes Baker.

“It’s history that is intact, which is really 
wonderful and very rare,” says Baker. “Most 
structures like this have been torn down and 
replaced with more contemporary homes.” 

The house cannot be moved from its 
foundation and some interior aspects of 
the home are also protected, such as the 
fireplace and its surrounding area. 

“The truth is that a buyer who wants this 
will want to keep those elements because 
that’s what makes it special. There are 
some features in the living room area that 
you don’t find anymore,” Baker says, noting 
that the fireplace dates back to 1838, and the 
built-in wood box to its side, where they 
stored firewood, is of similar vintage. 

“In the fireplace, there’s a bread oven, 
that’s like a pizza oven, that’s very sweet,” 
Baker says. “There are beautiful beams and 
beautiful floors.” 

There are no restrictions on altering 
many other areas of the house, says Baker, 
adding, “We did renovate elements of the 
kitchen and baths, but we tried to keep it so 
it matches the old.” Dotted throughout with

rustic wood, the cottage has a wood-beamed 
ceiling in the living room, wide-planked 
wood floors, and wood rafters in the kitchen 
The first-floor primary bedroom has French 
doors leading out to the backyard and, like 
each of the bedrooms, has white painted 
wood floors. 

Carone’s former 650-square foot studio, 
which is now being used by Burke to create 
sculptures, has a brick floor, skylight and 
a sink and toilet — which is grandfathered 
into the property. 

Though not fully fenced in, the property 
does have a number of decorative gates 
and rustic fences, wonderful old-growth 
specimen trees, a slate patio, a one-car 
garage/workshop and two outdoor showers: 
one near the main cottage; the other serving 
the artist’s studio. 

Baker is also offering two separate one- 
acre adjacent lots behind the home, though 
she has not yet specified a price. 

“It’s not currently listed,” Baker says. “It 
could be available for someone who wanted 
a kind of a compound.”

here «has been. big 
activity on the ultra- 
high-end of the market 
in recent months. Behind 
The Hedges has reported 
in Dan’s Papers almost 
weekly about properties 
selling for $45 million and up over the last 
few months, though they haven’t quite 
touched the priciest deal in the Hamptons 
so far — $84.5 million for a Lily Pond Lane 
estate in East Hampton that had belonged 
to Ron Perelman. 

On Southampton Village’s Billionaires 
Row, Meadow Lane, two_ properties 
that once belonged to billionaire media 
executive Robert F.X. Sillerman, have found 
buyers. One property, which sold in 2020 
for $36 million, sold again this year for $48 
million, and a neighboring property, last 
asking $44.95 million, is under contract. 

Harald Grant of Sotheby’s International 
Realty brokered the deal for 1116 Meadow 
Lane, which, according to Suffolk County 
deed transfers, closed on June 17, 2022. 
Meanwhile, Grant and Hedgerow Exclusive 
Properties have a co-exclusive on the 
property at 1080 Meadow Lane, which is 
poised to close soon.

Also of note, anearly five-acre pond-front 
compound in Bridgehampton sold quietly 
in late July for approximately $45 million 
in an off-market transaction. It marked the 
most expensive single trade on Sagaponack 
Pond in Hamptons’ history, according to 
an Instagram post on Hedgerow Exclusive 
Properties, which brokered the deal for 
the Meadowlark Lane property with 
Christopher Covert of Compass. 

Looking at some other price points, a 
custom-built, traditional-style home at 
133 Further Lane in East Hampton sold 
and closed for $16.7 million on August 5. 
Susan Breitenbach of The Corcoran Group 
represented both the seller and buyer in 
the transaction. The last asking price was 
$17.8 million. 

The  9,o00-square-foot — residence, 
designed by architect Larry Randolph and 
with interiors by John Barman, sits on two 
well-landscaped acres by the Water Mill- 
based LaGuardia Design. 

Also in East Hampton, a unique estate 
with three houses that had been on the 
market for over a year officially traded for 
$7.2 million on May 12. Known as Craigmoor, 
the listings at 141, 143 and 145 Accabonac 
Road had been asking $8.5 million.

Brown Harris Stevens agents William 
“JR” Kuneth and Edward Brody represented 
the property, located within a mile of the 
famed Hook Mill in East Hampton Village, 
but hidden from the crowded village roads. 

The one-and-a-half-acre property is 
comprised of a main residence, a carriage 
house and a guest cottage — all classic 
stucco architecture with slate roofs, any 
one of which is a fine home in its own 
right. Collectively, they offer a total of 
4,476 square feet of interior space, eight 
bedrooms, seven full and three half-baths, 
tied together by gardens configured by 
Craig Socia, the seller who is a sought-after 
landscape designer. 

Over in Southampton, a Colonial home 
at 144 Edge of Woods Road, originally 
built in 1920 traded for $6 million. The 
9,500-square-foot home was renovated to 
bring it into the 21st century, and there 
is also a garage house and a guest house 
on the 2.7-acre property, which features 
landscaped grounds and a pool.

A; fall approaches, many wine drinkers begin 
o think about transitioning to reds. One wine 
that should be at the top of everyone's list as they 
move into autumn is the 2016 Proprietor’s Reserve 
Cabernet Franc from Harbes Vineyard. 

Harbes has been a longtime staple on the East 
End. What many may not know is, the Harbes fam- 
ily originally farmed in the Hempstead area until 
the Long Island Expressway was built through their 
farm in the 1960s. At that time the family chose 
to move to Long Island’s rural North Fork and be- 
gan farming in Mattituck. In 1978, Ed and Monica 
Harbes started life on the family farm in Mattituck. 
Ed worked with his father, becoming a 12th genera- 
tion farmer striving to provide for his ever-growing 
family with the potato and cabbage farming. Hav- 
ing eight children, Monica devoted her time to 
homemaking and motherhood, helping on the farm 
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when time permitted. 

Now with five different locations, including farms 
and an orchard, the name Harbes is one visitors will 
most definitely recognize as they travel the North 
Fork. According to their website, Harbes is the 
North Fork’s first certified sustainable vineyard. 

While a number of their wines have recently re- 
ceived rave reviews and awards, the 2016 Propri- 
etor’s Reserve Cabernet Franc, which received 91 
points from Wine Enthusiast, is,a real standout. 
With a deep ruby color in the glass, and gorgeous 
legs, bright and ripe cherry flavors on the nose and 
palate and smooth ‘tannins, this medium-bodied 
red is a delight. 

It has great versatility — while it will complement 
red meat or barbecue, it isn’t too heavy for chicken 
or pasta dishes. The wine retails for $42.

Other creative standouts include the 
Southwest Burger with habanero pepper jack cheese, 
apricot bacon BBQ sauce and coleslaw on a pretzel 
bun; and the Black & Bleu with applewood bacon, 
bleu cheese, lettuce, tomato and aie ie a onion 
on a brioche bun. 

Fries: After the hand-cut potato fries, things get 
more interesting in the fries department.

ye probably know the Scotto sisters — Rosanna 
and Elaina Scotto — best for, along with their 
family, owning and operating the restaurant Fresco 
by Scotto in New York City, but they’re also long- 
time staples in the Hamptons.

The Hamptons at Your Door ... in a Box

Mo on over, FabFitFun — a sub- 
scription box full of Hamptons 
lifestyle items has arrived. 

A mother-daughter duo from East 
Hampton has launched the Hamptons 
Box Club, a quarterly service that de- 
livers “the look, feel, smell and taste of 
the Hamptons,” all in one box. 

Nicole DiSunno says that during 
the COVID-19 pandemic, she and her 
daughter, Tessa Kohr, ordered quite 
a bit online. “We realized that we or- 
dered a bunch of subscription boxes 
— so obviously we love them — and 
we were just looking at each other and 
saying, ‘Why isn’t there anything like 
this for out here? Everybody loves the 
Hamptons!” 

So they decided to create one them- 
selves. 

Subscription boxes offer a variety of 
items, usually with a common theme, 
as part of a recurring delivery. There 
are many subscription box services 
on the online marketplace. Some give 
subscribers a choice of products to 
pick from, and others send a box of 
surprise goodies at regular intervals. 
Vendors take part because it offers a 
chance to widen their consumer base 
— they hope that if the subscriber falls 
in love with an item they never knew 
they wanted, they'll become a loyal 
customer. 


Some subscription services have a 
particular focus. They run the gamut 
from coffee and wine club subscrip- 
tions to skincare and beauty packages. 
BarkBox, for instance, sends monthly 
dog toys and treats. One that Kohr 
liked, in particular, was from Cavali 
Club, an equestrian subscription box 
containing items for horse and rider. 

For the Hamptons Box Club, they 
source from right here in the Hamp- 
tons, as well as on the North Fork. “It 
depends on the seasonal theme,” DiS- 
unno explains. 

Last fall, they included apple chips 
from the Milk Pail in Water Mill, while 
Hampton Coffee Company provided a 
special fall blend. For the most part, 
they say, they work directly with local 
companies, while other items are pur- 
chased wholesale. 

Their Fall box’s theme is the Hamp- 
ton Classic Horse Show, where Kohr is 
a competitor. Since the Classic is held 
the week leading up to Labor Day, 


they chose some luxury equestrian- _ 


inspired items to help customers head 
into autumn. 


They also always include a candle ~ 


from the Montauk Candle Co., a small 
family business based in Montauk 
that uses soy wax and eco- friendly 
wicks, with a specific seasonal scent. 
In the recent summer box, the “Geor- 
gica” candle, named for the East 
Hampton Village beach, was a custom

from a local chef,” DiSunno adds. 

Kohr, like her mom before her, was 
both born and raised in East Hamp- 
ton. Kohr is a senior at Sacred Heart 
University in Fairfield, Connecticut, 
where she is majoring in finance. “I 
noticed that I really liked the market- 
ing aspect of the business world,” she 
says. 


tive for large companies but left to 
devote herself full-time to Hamp- 
tons Box. “It took me all these years 
to figure out that I can have my own 
business here,” DiSunno says. “It took 
me a really long time to find it, but we 
finally found it.” 

After coming up with the idea, it 
took the pair about four months to get 
their idea off the ground, with their 
first box available in April of 2021.

slow, by the second quarter they were 
overwhelmed by orders. “I was not 
prepared for as many orders that 
came in, but it was a little bit busier 
and then it just kept building — and 
Christmas was insane,’ DiSunno 
says. By spring, they sold out. “There 
was no way I could get more of the 
products that we had put in that box. I 
had to put sold out after four weeks of

being open for spring.” 

They try to keep the selling season 
for each box open as long as pos- 
sible. Usually, they stop selling one 
box about a week before the next box 
comes out. For example, their Sum- 
mer box will be sold through Septem- 
ber 5, and the Fall box sales open on 
September 15 with shipping from the 
end of the month throughout the en- 
tire quarter. 

Customers were not shy in telling 
them how disappointed they were 
that they couldn’t get the Spring box. 
Among tHe items in it were “a re- 
ally nice charcuterie board;” cheese 
knives; exclusive teas from PlainT, a 
boutique tea company based in South- 
ampton; and snacks from Lorna’s 
Nuts & Goodies, found at a local farm- 
ers market. “We try to do the majority 
of them from here,” Kohr says. 

_ They do also mix in items from pur- 
veyors outside of the Hamptons if they 
find they are popular here or if they 
find a product they really love, such as 
Belgian chocolates made near Kohr’s 
college, Sacred Heart University in 
Connecticut. 

“We always have items made here,” 
says DiSunno. 

The number of items depends on 
the tier of the box. Hamptons Box 
Club offers three levels, named for 
three favorite East Hampton beaches: 
The Atlantic Beach Box consists of 
eight to 10 items, priced at $125 per 
quarter, and would retail for about 
$250. The Main Beach Box with 1o 
to 12 items sells for $245 per quarter, 
but would retail for more than $400; 
and The Georgica Beach Box, with 
12 to 14 items, is priced at $385 per 
quarter. DiSunno admits it’s pricey, 


but says, “When you think about what

each item retails in there, you're like, 
‘Oh my God, this $385 box is actually 
worth more than $1,000.” 

Customers throughout the world 
have purchased the thoughtfully cu- 
rated Hamptons Box subscriptions 
as word has spread on social media. 
(Their Instagram handle is @hamp- 
tonsboxclub.) 

“We have people in the U.K., Do- 
minican Republic, Australia, Singa- 
pore, Canada — everywhere. We were 
kind of shocked,” says Kohr. 

“I thought it would just be people 
who went to high school here or peo- 
ple who lived here for a while or got 
married here or. whatever. But I had 
no idea, ” DiSunno says. 


Among the items in the Fall box is 
a beach plum jelly, an Amagansett 
Sea Salt Co.’s rosé wine finishing salt, 
local chef Peter Ambrose’s Endless 
Summer Peach BBQ sauce, and celeb- 
rity chef and East Hampton resident 
Ina Garten’s new cookbook, Go-To 
Dinners. 

The mother-daughter team compile 
the boxes themselves in their dining 
room. “We do it as the orders come in 
and it’s me and my mom and if we can 
get friends or family to come over and 
help!” Kohr says. “We play music and 
just go through like an assembly line.” 

Some of the items need to be pack- 
aged carefully. In a recent box, Hima- 
layan salt plates were quite fragile.

“So’we had to add some extra wrap- 
ping around those and then it’s kind 
of like fitting together puzzle pieces,” 
Kohr says. 

The reaction has been very positive 
so far, with people anxiously awaiting 
their next shipment. “It’s such a great 
gift too,” DiSunno says, but people 
mainly purchase them for themselves. 
A few real estate agents, who bought 
the boxes for clients as a closing or 
summer rental gift, ended up keep- 
ing the boxes themselves because they 
liked them so much. 

“You feel like you’re treating your- 
self to something,” says DiSunno.

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Ann Liguori on Tennis: | 
The Legendary Serena Williams Is Saying Goodbye 


SERENA WILLIAMS IN A VIRTUAL TENNIS TOURNAMENT

any tennis fans and sports his- 

tory buffs can appreciate how 
extra special this U.S. Open Tennis 
Championship (August 29—September 
11) is with the news that 23-time Major 
Champion Serena Williams will be retir- 
ing after this Major Championship. 

Williams’ announcement in 
the September issue of Vogue 
that she will be “evolving 
away from tennis” is sen- 
timental for me, as well, 
as I’ve covered every one 
of her 6 U.S. Open titles 
and have reported on most of 
her matches at Flushing Meadows 
as the tennis reporter for WFAN-NY 
since the station started in 1987! 

From the WFAN broadcast booth 
overlooking the Arthur Ashe Stadium 
court, I’ve witnessed Williams’ emer- 
gence from a teenage tennis phenom 
to a superstar and cultural icon — one 
of the most influential female athletes 
of our time, breaking down barriers 
and becoming the sport’s most domi- 
nant force. I had the opportunity to see 
her greatness, feel the emotion, watch 
her outbursts and talk about the many 
triumphs and disappointments during 
her legendary career. 

She won her first Major title at the 
1999 U.S. Open as a 17-year-old, white 
beads in her hair, beating top-ranked 
Martina Hingis 6-3, 7-6 (4), and be- 
coming the first Black woman to win a 
Slam singles title in the Open Era. 

In the much-anticipated 2002 final, 
Williams beat her sister Venus Wil- 


liams, who was the two-time defend- 
ing champion, in a rematch of the 
previous year’s final, 6-4, 6-3. What 
made the win even more historic was 
that Williams was in the midst of the 
“Serena Slam,” winning all four major 
singles titles starting with the 2002 
French Open, the 2002 Wimble- 
don, the 2002 U.S. Open and the 
2003 Australian Open, a non- 
calendar year Grand Slam. 
(Serena achieved a second 
Serena Slam winning four 
straight Major titles from 
2014-2015). 

Her third U.S. Open title 
came in 2008 with a straight 

set win over Jelena Jankovic. In 
both the 2012 and 2013 U.S. Open fi- 
nals, Williams beat Victoria Azarenka 
in three sets, and then in 2014, she 
dominated against her buddy, Caroline 
Wozniacki, and did not drop a set dur- 
ing the entire championship. 

I was also there to witness several of 
Williams’ meltdowns. Who could forget 
her 2018 final against then 20-year- 
old Naomi Osaka when the umpire ac- 
cused Williams of getting coached (her 
coach, Patrick Mouratoglou, was in the 
stands and admitted afterwards that 
he was giving her hand signals). Dur- 
ing the match, Williams yelled at the 
umpire, “I’ve never cheated. You owe 
me an apology!” She was given code 
violations, then penalized a game for 
calling the umpire a thief and Osaka 
went on to win her first Grand Slam 
title, 6-2, 6-4. 

Years before that shocker, in Wil- 
liams’ 2009 semi-final against Kim

Clijsters, I watched in disbelief as Wil- 
liams unleashed a profanity-laced ti- 
rade against a lineswoman who called 
a foot fault against her (this was after 
she was given a warning for racket 
abuse). Everyone in the stadium heard 
her threaten to shove a tennis ball 


‘down the lineswoman’s throat. She 


received a point penalty and therefore 
lost the match. — 

The great, the bad, and the ugly — 
her sheer emotion, will and determi- 
nation to win, is a big part of what has 
made Williams so great on the court. 

She wrote in Vogue magazine that 
she never liked the word retirement. “It 
doesn’t feel like a modern word to me. 
I’ve been thinking of this as a transi- 
tion, but I want to be sensitive about 
how I use that word, which means 
something very specific and important 
to a community of people. Maybe the 
best word to describe what I’m up to 
is ‘evolution, I’m here to tell you that 
I’m evolving away from tennis, toward 
other things that are important to me. 
A few years ago I quietly started Serena 
Ventures, a venture capital firm. Soon 


‘after that, I started a family. I want to 


grow that family.” 

The fact that Williams’ 4-year-old 
daughter Olympia has been saying that 
she wants to be a big sister seems like 
the clincher in Williams’ difficult de- 
cision to step away from competitive 
tennis. Always the thinker, she pointed 
out in the Vogue piece that she never 
wanted to have to choose between ten- 
nis and a family. “I don’t think it’s fair,” 
she wrote. “If I were a guy, I wouldn't 
be writing this because I'd be out there 
playing and winning while my wife was 
doing the physical labor of expanding 
our family. Maybe I'd be more of a Tom 
Brady if I had that opportunity. Don’t 
get me wrong: I love being a woman, 
and I loved every second of being preg- 
nant with Olympia. I was one of those 
annoying women who adored being 
pregnant and was working until the 


day I had to report to the hospital — 
although things got super complicated 
on the other side. And I almost did do 


the impossible: A lot of people don’t re- 


alize that I was two months pregnant 
when I won the Australian Open in 
2017. But I’m turning 41 this month, 
and something's got to give.” 

Knowing when to say goodbye to a 


- competitive playing career for any su- 


perstar athlete, as history reveals, is 

most difficult. 
Earlier this year, seven-time Super 

Bowl winner Tom Brady retired, only 


to unretire 40 days later to play in what 


will be his 23rd NFL season. Brady re- 
cently turned 45. : 

I was delighted when Kim Clijsters, 
former world No. 1, came back to com- 
petitive tennis two years after retiring 
in 2007 to have a child. But Clijsters 
was 25 years old when she unretired 
and she came back and won the 2009 
and 2010 U.S. Open wins in addition to 
the 2011 Australian Open. 


Years ago, hockey great Gordie 


Howe shared his story on my Sports 


Innerview cable series, coming out of a 
three-year retirement at the age.of 45, | 


after 25 seasons with the Detroit Red 
Wings, to join the Houston Aeros of 
the World Hockey Association where 
he played with his two sons. _ 

Despite being one short of tying 
Margaret Court’s record of 24 Grand 
Slam singles titles, Williams will 
go down in history as arguably the 
“Greatest of All Time.” Steffi Graf and 
Martina Navratilova certainly enter 
the GOAT discussion but it’s difficult 
to compare players from different pe- 
riods in history. Williams’ comebacks 
from injuries and from health issues, 
(she came back. from life-threatening 
pulmonary embolisms), have inspired 
and amazed. Her impact on and off 
the court, opening doors for men and 
women of color, and inspiring a gen- 
eration of people, young and old, with 
her improbable success from a young 
girl growing up in Compton, Calif., toa 
superstar working mom, on and off the 
court, will be her legacy. 

It’s been an honor to have been there 
in person to watch Williams at the U.S. 


Open all these years. The next chapter _ 


for the legend could be equally excit- 
ing, full of happiness, joy and success 
as a mother, running her business em- 
pire and giving back.

en Princess Diana, Princess of 

Wales, was killed in an automo- 

bile crash in the summer of 1997, the 
world mourned. 

For years, the media had obsessively 
photographed and interviewed her, 
even after she and Prince Charles were 
divorced a year before her death. But 
that scrutiny may have missed how an 
earlier assessment by U.S. and British 
security — and her personal decision 
— led to her being in Paris in August — 
not in Southampton on Long Island’s 
East End, which was where she really 
wanted to be. 

The roads we choose to travel can 
dictate what lies ahead. If she had 
chosen a different way to protect her 
safety 25 years ago, would she still be 
alive today? 

Princess Diana Thinking Be- 
yond the Palace 

After her death, Tony Blair, who was 
then the United Kingdom prime min- 
ister, dubbed her “the People’s Prin- 
cess” because she would set aside her 
problems and connect with others, es- 
pecially nonroyals, even when she was 
in physical or emotional pain. 

Lady Diana Frances Spencer's early 
years were both comfortable and 
fraught with sadness. Born on July 
1, 1961 in Norfolk, England, she had 
multiple connections to the Crown 
and grew up with her young neigh- 
bors, members of the royal family, as 
playmates. But while she was raised 
by wealthy parents in an aristocratic 
home, their divorce and custody battle 
starting when she was 7 changed her 
forever, sources say. 

The shy young woman first met 
Prince Charles, heir to the British 
throne, when she was a teenager. A few 
years later, when she was 19, they be- 
came engaged. 

Photographers and reporters rec- 
ognized the star quality of the instant 
celebrity who wore clothes well. 

The public’s appetite for news of the 
fairy-tale couple was rewarded on July 
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Princess Diana: 
The Fate of the 
‘People’s Princess’ 
and the Hamptons 


29, 1981, in a pageantry of pomp. The 
public relations bonanza succeeded at 
a more innocent time, before ubiqui- 
tous computers, cell phones, and social 
media dominated everyday life. As The 
New York Times wrote, Spencer “was 
famous, before the internet.” The nup- 
tials drew 3,500 guests, and 750 mil- 
lion viewers in 74 countries tuned in to 
watch. 

The lives of the couple — but mostly 
of Her Royal Highness and their two 
sons — were chronicled relentlessly 
by paparazzi elbowing their way to the 
front of the crowd to snap candid pho- 
tographs to sell to the tabloids. 

The princess was more than a fash- 
ionable figure. Surveilled and accom- 
panied by British protection teams, 
she ventured beyond the palace to use 
her media savvy to illuminate chari- 
table causes, from stepping onto active 
minefields to call for the international 
banning of landmines to shaking 
hands with an AIDS patient to show 
that people could not catch the disease 
with a handshake. She gave passion- 
ate speeches based on her experiences 
with bulimia and mental health, de- 
scribing how people suffering with de- 
pression retreat into their own private 
hell behind closed doors. 

“Their self-esteem evaporates into 
a haze of loneliness and desperation,” 
the soft-spoken princess told the men- 
tal health charity Turning Point. 

But the constant media coverage 
also revealed how the couple grew 


_ apart and involved themselves in af- 


fairs. They were divorced on Aug. 28, 
1996. 

Over the Wall 

After the divorce, she realized she 
could not compete with what the royal 
family offered her sons Prince Wil- 
liam, 15, and Prince Harry, 12, accord- 
ing to royal biographer Diane Clehane, 
writing in Yahoo!life. 

“She worried that she was losing 
William and Harry to a way of life 
that she was no longer part of. She was 
considering a move to the states and 
wanted to see if the boys would like the

Hamptons. She thought they would 
love it there.” 

Spencer believed there was an en- 
chanted place “called ‘Abroad,’ where 
she could be understood and where 
she could lead a more normal life,” 
wrote essayist Clive James in The New 
Yorker. 

This belief propelled her, wrote 

James, toward what he saw as the 
wrong direction: “over the wall, out 
of the country, away from her protec- 
tion” 
_ Spencer rid herself of police protec- 
tion after the divorce, according to the 
Daily Mail, claiming that “officers were 
a ‘shackle’ on her private life.” - 

The Cost of Fame 

In spring 1997, she asked Teddy 
Forstmann, a controversial billionaire 
entrepreneur and sometime beau, to 
find her a house to rent for a week near 
his Southampton oceanfront mansion. 


He found one with a private pool on 
the ocean. 

Multiple sources later reported that 
US. intelligence agencies had bugged 
the phones of Spencer and Forstmann 
without permission from British secret 
intelligence services. Some claimed 
that Forstmann planned to run for 
U.S. president, meaning that if Spen- 
cer and Forstmann married, Spencer 
could become first lady. 

Diana learned that the security force 
judged the Hamptons location too 
dangerous to take her sons — possible 
future kings of England — to. So she 
brought her boys to France instead, 
which offered greater security. - 

There, in July, the 36-year-old was 
photographed and became the subject 
of a $6 million photograph, the most 
expensive paparazzi photo ever sold. A 
month later, on Aug. 31, she died in a fi- 
ery automobile crash in a Paris tunnel.

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Health on the Frontlines: 
The Healing Power of Stem Cells

if get it out of the way immediately, we are NOT 
talking about fetal or embryonic stem cells to- 
day. 

At birth, the umbilical cord and placenta are 
routinely discarded. These healing stem cells are 
harvested in Colorado by vitro Bio Pharma and 
distributed around the world to help people heal 
and improve their quality of life. They cannot be 
used in the USA as they are not FDA approved, and 
large corporations in the pharmaceutical industry 
have lost interest in funding clinical trials on some- 
thing you can’t patent. Big pharma saves many lives 
through new research and development but ulti- 
mately must answer to their shareholders and show 
a profit. 

I became fascinated with these umbilical and 
mesenchymal stem cells after meeting people whose 
conditions improved after LV. and local injection of 
stem cells. I went to the island of Antigua where Dr. 
Joseph John, a Columbia medical school graduate, 
worked tirelessly to change laws so that stem cells 


cold be used in the island nation of Antigua. The 
medical director who is based in Chicago and does 
the procedure is Chadwick Prodromos, M.D. Dr. 
Prodromos went to Princeton undergrad and the 
Johns Hopkins medical school as well as residency

and fellowship training at Yale and Harvard. People 
from the east coast travel to the Antigua clinic, and 
west coast people travel to Monterrey, Mexico to the 
other clinic to see Dr. Prodromos. 

Conditions they treat are heart failure, multiple 
sclerosis, the effects of aging, Bell’s palsy, chronic 
obstructive pulmonary disease diabetes, erectile 
dysfunction and hip, knee and shoulder prob- 
lems. People have experienced other benefits such 
as more energy, less pain and more mobility. The 
people I contacted in follow-up reported improved 
heart ejection fraction (pumping ability), improved 
vision, more mobility and reduced pain. Stem cells 
are not rejected because they haven’t become any 
specific type of cell. Stem cells are injected into the 
LV. and almost magically find where the problem is. 
We will be hearing more about the healing power of 
stem cells in the coming years.

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Shinnecock Voices: Mishoon Race 
Sets a Pace for New Beginnings

t will be an early one again this 

Sunday, September 4—7 a.m. to be 
exact — when members of the Shin- 
necock Nation, my people, gather 
on the shore of Shinnecock Bay to 
hold our annual Shinnecock Whalers 
Mishoon Race. The Mishoon, or canoe 
_Yrace, is now in its seventh year, and 
has grown from a small group of tribal 
members interested in rebuilding an- 
cestral traditions, to a large gathering 
of Shinnecock and sister tribe mem- 
bers attending our annual Shinnecock 
Indian Powwow. 

“We have been connected to the 
water since the beginning of time,” 
founder Christian Weaver said. “Not 
only does it provide our sustenance 
but also is medicine. Its natural calm- 
ing elements and health benefits are 
key to our survival as a people, which 
was especially vital during the pan- 
demic, he explained. 

The annual Mishoon race celebrates 
Indigenous peoples’ long, harmonious 
relationship with the water, the bring- 
ing back of fishing traditions, and 
the collaborative work seen in canoe 
culture. “When we journey out in.a 
canoe, that’s one thing, but bringing 
it home is another — our people have 
this gift to keep for the rest of their 
lives,” Bullock said. For Indigenous 
people, as Weaver noted, water is 
healing, and in fact, is integral to our 
idea of life itself. 

“When Chris Weaver had this idea, 
he reached out to people in the com- 
munity who have done the work of 
regenerating the Mishoon tradition,” 
said fellow organizer and a jead pad- 
dler, Chenae Bullock. “By doing this, 
he’s brought us all together to share 
oral history, and share the canoe 
story.” 

By way of history, our ancestors 
would make long journeys to other 
tribes, respecting the local traditions 
and languages of those they visited. 
They would camp on shore, then 
exchange gifts, meals and prayers. 
This traditional way is still honored 
today by paddlers like Bullock who 
along with other tribal members of- 
ten spend days on the water annually, 
traveling by water to the lands of our 
sister tribes. The coastal waterways 
were our highways, our path to con- 
nect to family. And some paddlers, 
they still are. 

Indigenous water rights are a fre-

quent topic of discussions about Na- 


tive American sovereignty, and since 
the 1630s, Indigenous people have 
been deprived of these rights both 
in Southampton and throughout the 
world. As we are from a whaling ° 
culture, the Shinnecock and 
other coastal Indigenous 
people could navigate 
through any waters, find- 
ing our way home. And 
now, many of us still do. 

In some ways, the annual 
Shinnecock Powwow weekend 
when the Mishoon takes place is an 
actual homecoming, and one that we 
haven't been able to replicate in nearly 
three years. When people couldn't 
gather inside or close together, and 
time felt as fluid as in the unconscious 
mind, they could still be on the water 


— just like we did eons ago. 

“T feel that just within the two pan- 
demic years we've had, so many things 
have happened globally, from mental 
health to the environment, to people’s 

thoughts about sustainability,” 
said Bullock. “As Shinnecock 
% people, we never stopped 
thinking about the water, 
and being more present in 
the water. During pandem- 
ic, we actually had the larg- 
est turnout for the Mishoon 
’ that we ever had, which was a 
true blessing,” she remembered. “We 
had time, which is something that we 
don’t always have. The pandemic in 
essence stopped time, and it wasn’t the 
usual rat race.” 

In the past two years of paused in- 

ternational activity, the race contin- 


ued, and, as Bullock notes, it grew. 
“More people know about the canoe 
race, more have practiced to be in the 
canoe race, and the water is excited 
about the canoe race,” she said. “When 
we first started, there really weren't a 


_ lot of people for whom this was a pri-

ority. But over the years, we’ve been 
seeing the crowd grow, and in 2021 
was the largest we had of Shinnecock 
and other family.” 

2019's Mishoon was my first year, 
and I’ve returned ever since, when the 
race was held. Though I rowed in an 
eight-(wo)man for a time in college, 


‘and thought I could paddle a canoe, 


last year, my teammate and cousin 


. Ginew Benton and I were bested with 


ease for second place by our tribal 
elders, the very skilled Charlie Smith 
and wife (Ginew’s mom), Sherry. 

This year, the 7 a.m. start will again 
draw sleepy tribal members clutching 
cups of hot coffee provided by organiz- 
ers, canoes driven down to the beach, 
and general greeting of long-time 
friends and relatives we haven’t seen 
in a year — or three — in some cases, 
now. 

Many Indigenous cultural traditions 
are shown to the public at our annual 
powwow, but this sacred paddling of 
our canoes is arguably less visible but 
no less important. Opening with a 
prayer led by a tribal healer and medi- 


cine man, the race has a very private - 


and sacred feel, and it is that — but 
make no mistake, it’s meant to be a 
fun way to remind our people (and 
any invited spectators) that we are still 


“very much in touch with the pieces of 


our ancient selves that are vitally im- 
portant. 

“The world is paying attention to 
what we’re doing, and it makes me 
proud that there are people in our own 
community who have an interest in 
not only the Mishoon tradition itself, 
but the water, and putting the prayers 
on the water,” said Bullock. “It’s a 
refreshing moment to gather at the 


dawn, and have a cup of coffee, or tea, 


and reconnect. Now, we have a lot of 
elders who come out on the sand with 
acane, and even little ones can partici- 
pate,” she noted. “We have the ability 
to continue our tradition, and having 
a presence in the water exercises our 
sovereignty. These races also teach 
you about yourself — are you focused 
on the money, or activating yourself in 
the space? It’s a nice way to encourage 
people to remember what matters.” -

( behind the hedges next weekend and get a look 
at some of the most distinguished homes and 
gardens in Southampton and Water Mill during a 
house tour to raise money for the Southampton His- 
tory Museum. 

Following the tour on Saturday, September 10, 
there will be a Champagne reception sponsored by 
Southampton’s Sant Ambroeus restaurant on the 
grounds of the Rogers Mansion. 

“This annual benefit, besides being a lot of fun, 
enables the museum to continue its free education 
programs and maintain our many historic build- 


ings,” says Tom Edmonds, the executive director of 


the Southampton History Museum. “The spectacular 
homes on the tour this year range from historic to 
ultra-modern and reflect Southampton’s leadership 
architecture and interior design.” 


Homes on the Southampton House Tour 

Homes on the tour include “Cocoon House,” a mod- 
ern home with rounded, shell-like architectural forms 
designed by Nina Edwards Anker, which stands out 
from its neighboring traditional homes that were 
built more than 100 years ago. It sits on a property 
that was once part of a larger estate designed by 
Stanford White, one of the most famous architects 
during the Gilded Age known for his shingle-style 
architecture. 

While Cocoon House is shingled, it has an inventive 
design. Thick walls on the west and north sides retain 
heat in the winter, while the south and east sides of 
the home welcome natural light and the cool ocean 
breeze, according to the hour tour information. “Col- 
orful skylights, a long reflecting pool, and a lush set- 
ting tucked away from the road all add to the dynamic 
and sophisticated setting.” 

Next up on the tour is the historic Captain George 
White House on Main Street, which boasts an exte- 
rior restored “to within a sixteenth of an inch” of the 
way it appeared for more than a century, the museum 
says. “Its preservation by R. Marco Robert is also a 
tribute to its best-known occupant, Captain George 


White (1819-1893), a fearless whaler who was equally . 


fearless in his fights to preserve public access to 
Southampton’s beaches. Southampton residents have 
watched over the past year as the house, dramatically 
suspended aloft, was given a new foundation,” the 
museum continues. 

A total of 50 windows were custom-made and, in- 
side, the house was updated using repurposed origi- 
nal materials wherever possible, such as salvaged 
beams. 

The “Cape Cobb” house in Water Mill, located off 
of Cobb Road, is included as an example of the Cape 
Cod style, brought to New England by English colo- 


nists in the 17th century. “In this expanded version, 
the basic elements are there, but the owners have not 
made themselves prisoners of the’era’s sober colonial 
ethos,” the tour information says. “For a recent redec- 
oration, they have kept to a traditional style but given 


- it a more light-hearted, whimsical flair. A covered 


back terrace overlooks a deep east-facing lawn with 
an American flag flying high.” 

Also located in Water Mill is the next home, a Tus-. 
can-style villa built in the 1920s. “Vintage Village” is 
set on two-and-a-half acres on Burnett Creek, afford- 


ing breathtaking views. Formal gardens and stepped — 


terraces lead out towards the water, while garden 
paths show the way to distinct garden spaces, includ- 
ing a separate gated swimming pool garden, accord- 
ing to the description. : 

“While the high-spirited era of its origins has not 
been lost, subsequent owners have put their stamp on 
the estate, bringing it up to date in all the practical 
ways,’ the description says. “Its current owners have 
made it theirs, revamping the landscape and redeco- 
rating the interior, which features a spacious living 
room, sunroom, modern kitchen, library and dining 
room.” : 

Back in Southampton Village, the Halsey House 
& Garden, the home lot of Thomas Halsey Sr., one 
of Southampton’s founders. The house originally 
faced south, but sometime between 1720 and 1740 
Thomas Halsey Jr.’s son, Isaac, revolved the frame 
to face Main Street during an extensive remodeling 
project. In 1958, the Southampton Colonial Society, 
now the Southampton History Museum, purchased 
the Halsey House and restored it. 

The famed St. Andrew’s Dune Church, a South- 
ampton landmark on the ocean dunes just south of 
Lake Agawam, completes the tour. Originally built as 
a life-saving station in 1851, the iconic red building 
was acquired by five of Southampton’s founding fami- 
lies and donated as a church in 1879. A local carpenter 
created the rustic interior, which features 11 Tiffany 
windows. 

Though it was nearly destroyed by the 1938 Hur- 
ricane, it has been restored and has twice been moved 


‘back from the sea. Nowa non-denominational church, 


summer services are still held there with 2022 mark- 
ing the 144th year of continuous worship.

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Award-winning 
Author A.M. 
Homes on Her 
New Book ‘The 
Unfolding’

Ihe American writer A.M. Homes has pushed a 

lot of literary buttons in her time, unafraid to 
raise the questions that haunt, hurt and ultimately 
heal us. 

Her new book The Unfolding (Viking) comes out 
this month, her first since winning the Women’s 
Prize for Fiction in 2013 for her sixth novel May We 
Be Forgiven (her new book will be her 13th). At the 
time, the chair of the judges described her work as 
“a dazzling, original, viscerally funny black comedy 
— a subversion of the American Dream.” 

She is poised to dazzle again with The Unfold- 
ing which couldn’t come out at a more prescient 
time, tackling issues of power, American identity, 
alternate truths and probing for a reconsideration 
of what words like truth, freedom and democracy 
really mean. 

Set in 2008, The Unfolding revolves around The 
Big Guy, a lover of family, money and country who 
is undone by the results of the 2008 presidential 
election, when John McCain lost to Barack Obama: 
The Big Guy taps into a group of like-minded men 
to reclaim their version of the American Dream. 
Sound familiar? Homes says she wrote the book 
before the events that unfolded on our Capitol in 
January of 2021. The book also weaves a compel- 
ling narrative about family and the ties that bind 
— and sometimes blind. 

A writer’s writer who lives in New York City and 
East Hampton, Homes teaches at Princeton, serves 
on numerous literary boards, has worked on televi- 
sion projects for HBO, FX and CBS and was a writ- 
er/producer for the Showtime series The L Word. 
Her work appears frequently in The New York 
Times, The New Yorker and Art Forum and she is 
a contributing editor at Vanity Fair, among other 
publications. Several times a year she collaborates 
on book projects with artists such as Eric Fischl, 
Rachel Whiteread and Michael Chelbin. 

She also appreciates a good egg white power bowl 
at Main Beach in East Hampton while watching the 
sunrise and the whales spray. 

We caught up with A.M. Homes via telephone to 
talk about her new book, what drives her writing, 
her friendship with the late Edward Albee and what 
she loves about the East End. 


People have described your writing as 
“fearless,” “haunting,” “daring” and “fun- 
ny.” How do you see yourself? 

I try not to look in the mirror. (laughs) To be hon- 
est I don’t see myself. It’s a good question, It’s also

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a complicated question. I feel like in some ways I’m 
sort of a person without an identity. I’m adopted, I 
grew up in a family where a child had died — very 
complicated. So that’s the literal question. 

As a writer, I’m really a fiction writer, so for the 
most part — unless I’m purposefully writing non- 
fiction and memoir — I’m not part of the story, if 
that makes any sense. 


It does. But then in terms of getting your 
stories out and what motivates you to write 


— where does that come from? 

In every way I’m writing in relation to the world 
we live in and the moment we live in and I’m always 
trying to in some ways make sense of it and I would 
say prompt conversation about it. I don’t ever pre- 
sume to have answers of why our world is the way it 
is or why people have road rage or why people in the 
Hamptons drive so badly in the summer. (laughs) 
What is up with that? They’re like seagulls in (Find- 
ing) Nemo where they’re like “Mine, mine, mine!’ 

I do think I want to make work that prompts con- 
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versation and questions. On the one hand it’s quite 
serious but I feel like for me in order to be serious 
I also need the relief of humor and I want the relief 
of humor. + 

With all of the things you have written, 
you don’t shy away from difficult “stuff.” 

No, I don’t. I think in some sense I probably feel 
slightly compelled to talk about the things that we 
don’t talk about because I know they’re difficult to 
talk about. But I also think we don’t make 
a lot of progress if we avoid them. 

This new book in many ways is about 
what happens when people fear losing 
power and what lengths they will go to 
peviaic that power.

_ was 19, I wrote my first novel, Jack, which 

was one of the 100 most banned books in 
the country and still was on the most recent list of 
books that they want to ban in Texas. 


What’s your take on all this recent book 
banning? . 

I think that the idea of banning books is a very 
strange effort to control people’s access to knowl- 
edge and thought and information and to develop- 


ing their own points of view and so I think that is 
obviously dangerous and destructive and funda- 
mentally not okay. Children will find their way to 
information and stories that they need to read in 
order to help them figure out who they are — that’s 
part of why we read. We read obviously for enter- 
tainment but obviously to find ourselves or to find 
our way into other worlds so that makes me super 
sad. And it feels very peculiar it just seems, it’s not

What drew you to the East End? 

I first came out there in 1985 and I’ve been out 
there regularly since ... part it was the history and 
the artistic history. I’m a huge de Kooning fan and 
Pollock fan and the idea of being in that place and in 
that light was very compelling to me. 

And then Edward Albee who was out there had — 


and it is still going — a writer’s retreat in Montauk 
and I was there twice as a writer, as a very young 
writer, and Edward was enormously supportive of 
my work and also of the taboos and of the limits that 
my work pushed at and that meant a lot to me, an 
enormous amount, because it was a sort of vote of 
confidence of what I was up to very early on. That’s 
the kind of thing I would say is harder to come by 
these days. 


What keeps you out east? 

I will say that it was the beach and na- 
ture and the trees and literally watching 
the seasons evolve that got me through 
Covid. I spent March of 2020 on my sofa 
just looking out the window. I was really 
sick ... But being out there it changed me 
on a physical and on a spiritual level. And 
to me it really is about the light and about 
the cycle of nature. I have bird feeders and 
I love that I have, as I put it, the same cus- 
tomers every day over several years which I 
never noticed before. I never slowed down 
enough to notice that the same blue jay, the 
same woodpecker, would come. And in that 
sense, it sounds corny, but it truly lifts my 
heart. So there’s that part. 


Any favorite East End go-to spot 
you can share? 

My favorite this summer is at Main Beach 
— the restaurant is staying open later so 
there are some nights it is open until 8 
oclock. The food is actually pretty good 
and they also make breakfast at 8 a.m.; 
they make an incredible egg white bowl ... 
and they also do avocado toast which is sur- 
prisingly good. And at night they have wine 
now which is.obviously shockingly new at 
the beach and you can sit there and watch 
the sunset and it’s so beautiful, it’s a whole 
different crowd and they have Shabbat on 
the beach on Friday and the concerts on 
Tuesday. 

As much as there is fancy East Hampton 
and you know a lot of those people, what- 
ever, I also like the mix of people who are 
really, really local — the cops who come 
and get an egg sandwich for breakfast and 
the little old lady who can’t walk all the way 
down to the beach so she comes and sits under the 
awning. And it’s just the best.

teve Haweeli of East Hampton 

passed away on August 23 at the 
age of 68. He was a devoted father, 
dedicated business owner and men- 
tor and a great friend to many from all 
circles of life. 

Born in White Plains, N.Y. to Elea- 
nor and Norman Haweeli in 1954, he 
moved to the East End in 1991 when he

Built from the 
ground up, WordHampton became 
one of the first and most successful 
public relations firms in the Hamp- 
tons and subsequently throughout 
Long Island. In 1997, Haweeli brought 
on Nicole Castillo as a full time em- 
ployee and the business continued to 
grow over the next 30 years under the 
management of the duo. 
_ “Steve has been an incredible men- 
‘tor to me over the years, teaching me 
everything from how to write a press 
_Telease to running a business,” said 
Castillo. “I value each and every piece 
of advice he has given me. I am hon- 
ored to continue his legacy as the own- 
er of WordHampton and only hope to 
continue the successful groundwork 
he has laid.” 

With hundreds of clients over the 
last 30 years in business, Haweeli was 
a huge influence-on the East End com- 
munity. 

“Steve was a passionate man whose 
passions knew no boundaries when it 
came to business, sports, his biological 
family, his work family and to those 
he considered a friend. Steve will be 
missed by so many people for so many 
different reasons,” said Mark Smith, 
owner of Honest Man Restaurants. 
“Steve was a lover of life and fought 

until he could not fight anymore. A life 
well lived. Rest easy, my friend.” 

Known as one of Long Island’s most 
successful and recognizable agency 
principals, Haweeli was honored 
with several awards including the 
prestigious Jack Rettaliata Lifetime 
Achievement Award from the Pub- 
lic Relations Professionals of Long 
Island, Long Island Business News’

business leaders; and as an honoree 
at the Long Island Hospitality Ball for 
his industry contributions. Haweeli 
was also a founding member of The 
Croft Society, a professional group of 
public relations and communications 
firms across the country dedicated to 
sharing business management prac- 
tices and developing future agency 
leaders. Haweeli was a former board 
member of the East Hampton Cham- 


ber of Commerce, the Suffolk County 
Community College’s Culinary Arts 
program, the Family Service League 
and served as a vestry member of 
St. Luke’s Episcopal Church in East 
Hampton. Haweeli also hosted the 
LTV series foodTALK for 3 seasons 
which featured many East End chefs, 
growers and other food-lovers and al- 
ways included lots of laughs. 

With an interest in many cultures, 
Haweeli traveled to more than 30

countries in his lifetime. He was an 
avid reader and lover of all genres of 
music, in particular he loved jazz and 
went to live performances whenever 
he could. His love for music trickled 
down to his son Ned. 

“His love for vibrant, expressive 
music wholly matched his personality 
as did his insatiable love for travel,” 
says Ned. “He showed me some of my 
favorite music that turned me into the 
musician I am today and I would not 
be the man I am today without his 
parenting and love.” 

Haweeli loved to cook and appreci- 
ated the abundance of locally grown 
fresh produce available on the East 
End. A favorite summer meal was 


fresh grilled fish (caught by Steve), 


local corn and homegrown tomato 
and basil salad. A traditional dish 
he enjoyed making and sharing was 
his ham salad, a family recipe. Made 
fresh and always a crowd pleaser, he 
enjoyed sharing with his family and 
friends. 

In 2007, Haweeli found his calling 
as an artist, creating vibrant con- 
temporary abstract works in oil and 
acrylic. The theme of the East End 
appeared in many of his works, rep- 
resenting the feeling and beauty of 
the sublime environment on the East 
End. His works have been shown in lo- 
cal galleries and exhibitions and are in 
several private collections. 

Haweeli was a lifelong Yankee fan 
(referring to them as The Stankees 
when on a losing streak and doing 
a spot-on imitation of stadium an- 
nouncer Bob Sheppard for anyone 
willing to listen!). He was a graduate 
of Hamilton College and lived in East 
Hampton for over 30 years. When 
weather permitted, he swam daily at 
Maidstone Beach, one of his favorite 
places in the world. 

“Steve was a lover of everything 
beautiful, colorful and exciting in the 
world,” said Ellen Watson, former wife 
and good friend. “His extensive travel 
and love of different cultures opened 
his mind to all that the world has to of- 
fer. He loved life and lived it to the full- 
est each day. A bright light has gone out 
and he will be greatly missed.” 

Haweeli is survived by his son Ned 
Haweeli, his cousins Ellen and John 
Haweeli, his dedicated staff at Word- 
Hampton, including his longtime 
business partner Nicole Castillo and a 
huge circle of extended family, friends 
and colleagues from around the world.

PLANT NATIVE SPECIES 

The U.S. Forest Service notes that 
native plants are adapted to the lo- 
cal climate and soil conditions. That 
means they will require less water and 
will be hardy enough to withstand 
heat waves in areas where especially 
high summer temperatures are the 
norm. 


RAISE THE BLADES ON YOUR 
LAWN MOWER 

The DHS notes that lawn mower 
blades raised to at least three inches 
encourage grass roots to grow deeper 
and hold soil moisture. That can help 
lawns survive drought without much 
intervention, including extra water 
during times when. water restrictions

When reseeding a lawn, consider 
the potential for drought. The. DHS 
recommends individuals in areas 
affected or likely to be affected by 
drought plant drought-resistant lawn 
seed. Drought-resistant 
which include Bermuda and Zoysia 
grass, can withstand prolonged peri- 
ods without water. However, before 
reseeding, consult a local lawn and 
garden professional to ensure the 
grass will thrive in your area. 


DEVISE A WISE WATERING

Come late spring, devise a water- 
ing strategy to take you through the 
dog days of summer. Water-efficient 
irrigation systems can protect flow- 
ers, plants and shrubs during pro- 
longed periods marked by little to no

With a 
presence that begins in Brooklyn but 
now spans the entirety of the down- 
state region, Cockfield is viewed by 
many of the state’s most influential as 
a trusted advisor and tireless advocate 
for the underserved. 

A second-generation educational 
leader, Cockfield also served alongside 
his parents, Dr. Alfred S. and Linette 
Cockfield, at Batallion Christian 
Academy, which he would later take 
over himself. Cockfield later founded 
the Lamad Academy Charter School 
in Brooklyn. More recently, he has 
co-founded BLACC: the Black, Latinx, 
Asian Charter Collaborative, which 
advocates for fair and equitable edu- 
cation for New York’s minority com- 
munities. 

What began two years ago as a small 
movement, BLACC has evolved into 
an expansive and diverse organiza- 
tion representing thirteen-member 
charter schools. Cockfield helped set 
the course on which BLACC is today, 
to transform education by embolden- 
ing the environments in which stu- 
dents learn. With a member portfolio 
that is equally diverse as their student 
populations, BLACC now represents 
schools for the arts, humanities, ath- 
letics, boys and girls schools, and vari- 
ous other concentration-based educa- 
tional institutions. — 

“My parents wanted to give an edu- 
cation to students that were as supe- 
rior as a private education, while also 
making it very affordable,” said Cock- 
field. “They started the school over 35 
years ago and it is still going strong, 
educating about 150 students a year.” 

Also a faith leader in the boroughs 
to our west, Cockfield holds the title of 
Chief Operating Officer of God’s Bat- 
talion of Prayer Ministries. Located in 
Brooklyn, Cockfield leads the develop- 
ment of the church, through recruit- 
ment and retention, partnership alli- 
ance, as well as staff, educational, and 
economic development. — 

Cockfield holds a degree from New 
York’s prestigious Nyack College — a 
Christian college and seminary — 
where he secured his Bachelor of Sci- 
ence and a Master’s Degree in Busi- 
ness Administration. Cockfield has 
been able to implement many of the 


concepts and expertise he developed 
throughout his academic career to aid 
in the various development roles in 
which he has served in the church. 

“We have churches around the 
world, where we own the property and 
the land. It is very important to un- 
derstand the international market asa 
global ministry. This is why I decided 
to go get my MBA in business market- 
ing, to understand the different conti- 
nents. A goal of ours is not only to go 
into these communities to preach but 
to also help uplift the communities 
where we are located,” said Cockfield. 

“We help with education, finances, 
and workforce training to make those 
church communities _ self-reliant,” 
Cockfield continues. 

The church is now in Nigeria, South 
Africa, St. Vincent, and the Grena- 
dines, Guyana, as well as the United 
States, with domestic locations in 
Delaware, Illinois and New York. 

A native of Arverne, N.Y., Cockfield 
now calls the eastern portion of the 
Rockaway peninsula home. Cockfield 
says that many of his peers view him 
as a Brooklyn-Queens pastor. 

Cockfield has earned positions of 
leadership, as a trusted advisor on 
topics of education and religion to var- 


_ious elected officials. He also proudly 


serves on the 67th Precinct’s Clergy 
Council, which he fondly calls the 
“God Squad,” of which he is a found- 
ing member. 

“The God Squad comes out of the 
precinct where the headquarters of 
our church is located in the 67th Pre- 
cinct,” he said. “I think it’s an awe- 
some responsibility that I don’t take 
for granted. I really cherish it. 

“I try to do my best to advise and 
influence for the betterment of our 
people,” he continues. 

While Cockfield has already accom- 
plished a remarkable body of work, he 
remains wholeheartedly committed to 
transforming the lives of children and 
youth through education, most spe- 
cifically through furthering academic 
opportunities for the disadvantaged. 
He works extensively in the commu- 
nity of East Flatbush, in the interest 
of creating engaging .and interactive 
educational programs for the youth 
to excel using innovative classroom 
techniques. 

“At the Lamad Academy, we have 
what we call ‘Lamad Life, which is a 
social and emotional program,” he 
said. “The students check in and check 


out twice a day to share what they are 
dealing with at home, and based upon 
how they answer, a guidance counsel- 
or on our team or our special educa- 
tion team can go in and check on the 
scholar, talk with them, and alert the 
teachers to what that child has going 
on that day. 

“You can have a great home, with 
good money, and a student could still 
have things that they are dealing with, 
everyone has some bit of trauma that 
could lead to an ineffective day in 
school. It’s a holistic approach to mak- 


ing sure our children don’t have an | 


ineffective day,” Cockfield continues. 
Al Cockfield is currently serving 
as the Chair of BLACC, helping to 
advise the organization and further 
its mission of collective advocacy for 
the education of New York’s diverse 
communities. Alongside CEO Miriam 
Raccah, Cockfield and the organiza- 
tion has seen a growing list of member 
schools, which the Reverend says will 
only continue to expand in the future. 
“We now have less than 10% of the 
charter schools in the New York City 
sector,” he said. “I want to not only 
grow in membership but grow in the 
number of schools that are chartered, 
founded, and led by people of color. 
“The industry is dominated by 90% 
white vs. black, Latinx, and Asian 


founders. We want to make sure that: 


the schools actually represent the stu- 
dent body,” Cockfield continues. 

The organization’s mission to en- 
sure-that families of color have access 
to high-quality, rigorous public edu- 
cation — with educators and admin- 
istrators that reflect the diversity of 
the populations they educate — has 
never been more important, Cockfield 
says, in a world where 91% of students 
in public charter schools are Black 


or Latinx. Only 8% of the charters, | 


though, are run by individuals of the 
same ethnic or racial background. 

“Studies have shown that for stu- 
dents that have teachers that look like 
them, the likelihood of them going on 
to do well in education is higher than 
those who do not have any teachers 
of color by the third grade,” Cockfield 
says. 

Although Cockfield’s educational 
endeavors are rooted in the boroughs, 
he has become involved in affairs that 
impact the east end. In 2021, Cockfield 
was appointed by the Governor of the 
State of New York to a Board Member 
position with the Long Island Power 


REV. AL COCKFIELD 


Authority (LIPA). In this capacity, he 


helps lead the organization that keeps 
the lights on, and the power running, 
from the east end across this 118-mile 
island and the Rockaways. He is the 


only trustee on the Board represent- 


ing the Rockaways. : 

He also is the CEO a Founder of 
a Political Action Committee (PAC) 
called Striving for a Better New York, 
which supports moderate Democrat 


-and Republican candidates for office, 


with the intention of electing respon- 
sible leadership statewide. 

“When you put people in power, 
they are responsible for that power,” 
Rev. Cockfield says. 

“We want to make sure that our 
elected officials are making decisions 
that are really for the upliftment of the 


- whole state. It is not just economic, it’s 


public safety, education options, pro- 
business and market, and affordable 
housing. That our elected officials are 
pushing things that improve the whole 


state and city of New York,” Rev. Cock- | 


field continues. 

And, throughout these duties — and 
beyond them, in his personal life — 
Cockfield has developed an affinity for 
the East End. He enjoys short visits to 
Long Island’s south fork for many of 
the same reasons that we all do during 
the warmer months. 

“I’m a Rockaway boy, so I love the 
beach. I love everything about the 
East End: the restaurants, the peo- 
ple, Montauk, the water, the beach, 
fishing, and hanging out with great 
friends and family. I just spent a week 
in Martha’s Vineyard with my family, 
my children, and my grandson, I lowe 
being near the water. 


“Whether it’s East Quogue, East 


Hampton, Southampton, Sag Harbor, 
I love it all,” Cockfield concludes.
